GLAND’S POSSIBLE OBJECTIONS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The publication 
in THE Ties to-day of asynopsis of the pro- 
visions of the convention with Nicaragua has 
at once surprised Senators and Representatives in 
Congress, and excited among them new admira- 
tion for the newspaper enterprise that has laid 
before the public so interesting and important 
a matter. The fecling about the publication 
Was expressed by a Senator who, while declining 
to express an opinion as to the wisdom of its 
provisions, said that the attempted secrecy of 
the Senate appears to have had only the effect 
of insuring the most certain bringing of its 
secret matters to the light. While the fact that 
THE TIMES had secured the substance of the 
treaty became generally known soon after 
moon, and was everywhere a subject of 
remark, the House was doing business 
under suspension of the rules, and the 
attention of its members was so close as 
to prevent them from giving a great deal of at- 
tention to the newspapers. Until the proposed 
convention is better understood the opinions of 
members about its details will not be found to 
be of great importance. There are signs, how- 
ever, that the Nicaraguan treaty will suffer a 
share of the unpopularity visited upon ail the 
treaties now before the Senate, and that if it 
should be ratified by the Senate, of which there 
is grave doubt, the money to carry out its pro- 
visions will not be supplied by a vote of the 
House. 

Among some of the members who had ob- 
tained general impressions about what was pro- 
posed to be done, there was an unconcealed ob- 
jection to the assumption that the Government 
of Great Britain would permit the Government 
of the United States to proceed upon the as- 
sumption that a waiver by the United States of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty would be accepted 
as a bar to opposing action by the second party 
to that agreement. ‘ Suppose,” said a gentle- 
man familiar with the proposed Nicaraguan 
treaty, “that the treaty is ratified, the 
money necessary to prosecute the work 
appropriated, and a force of workmen 
sent out to begin operations. What would 
happen if upon the arrival of our engineers up- 
on the ground they should find an English man- 
of-war or two prepared to stop proceedings? 
Would our engineers goon? If they were in- 
terrupted would the United States still insist up- 
on proceeding in the face of a compact still held 
to be in force, and under the guns of a vessel 
with which the United States has noship to com- 
pete? Should we have a war with England 
rather than submit to the demand of the British 
Government that the Clayton-Bulwer treaty is 
binding until it is declared void by both England 
and the United States?” 

A member of the Foreign Affairs Committee 
of the House, who had read the substance of the 
treaty asset forth in THe Times, said that it 
must strike foreign nations as absurd that the 
United States should undertake to possess itself 
of a part of Nicaragua with a view to com- 
manding control of a ship canal, yet with noth- 
ing more formidable than the beef boat 
Tallapoosa to enforce the attempt of 
the United States. The defenseless condi- 
tion of the coasts of this country, and 
its entire lack of naval strength, to say 
nothing of the disfavor with which an unneces- 
sary war would be regarded, were reasons which 
would prevent the Urited States trom entering 
Nicaragua in the face of a strong demonstration 
by England, and perhaps by both England and 
France, for France is likely to be aroused to the 
protection of its own interests in fhe uncom- 
pieted Panama Canal. The House Committee 
on Foreign Affairs is to meet. to-morrow, when 
the matter may be talked about, although there 
is no proposition before the committee relating 
to Nicaragua. AF ee ni 

Since the publication in THE Trwgs of the 
Spanish treaty unusual precautions have been 
taken by the Senate to keep froman interested 
public the provisions of all other treaties and 
executive documents now pending before it. 
Special care hus been taken to prevent the offi- 
cial copies of the Nicaraguan treaty from being 
seen by anybody but Senators, and by direction 
of the Chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations not even a Senator can obtain a copy 
without giving to the executive clerk a written 
receipt for it. Possibly because of these extra 
precautions only a single Senator had re- 
ceipted for bis treaty up to the close of the ses- 
sion to-day. Almost without exception the 
Senators are very careful not to say anything 
upon the subject when the Nicaraguan con- 
vention is brought to their notice. ~ I should 
be expelled from the Senate,”’ said Mr. Edmunds, 
“if I talked about the Nicaraguan treaty when 
it is executive business of the Senate. I would 
deserve the same fate if 1 talked about the syn- 
opsis as given in THE TIMEs, for it would amount 
to the same thing.”’ Senator Brown declared 
that the closing of the Senate doors had the ef- 
fect of closing his mouth, and Senator Wilson 
remarked that he made it an invariable rule 
never to speak of executive matters, so that 
he never had to make explanations. These 
are samplesof the reticence of Senators when 
the Nicaraguan treaty is mentioned, and none 
could be found to-night willing to express an 
opinion as to what should be done with the 
treaty and the canal project. Mr. Van Wyck, 
who does not think the doors should be locked 
when matters in which the whole country is in- 
terested are discussed, had not had time to read 
the treaty through, and so could not tell what 
he thought of it. Some of the Senators who 
agree with Mr. Van Wyck about executive ses- 
sions commend the enterprise of THe TIMES in 
treaty matters, because, among other reasons, 
they think it will help to do away largely with 
secret discussions in the Senate. 

Admiral Ammen, who is favorable to the pro- 
posed Nicaraguan Canal, and who is atout 
Washington a zood deal of the time, resides at 
Ammendale, 20 milesaway, and could not be 
reached to-day. He has recently written a let- 
ter setting forth some of the details of the prob- 
able cost of constructing the canal. He believes 
thrt the cost of the canal, when the work is exe- 
cuted in the best manner, will not exceed $65,000,- 
000. Admitting the maximum cost to be $82,000,- 
000, Admiral Ammen says that 1,000,000 tons would 
be a low estimate of the annual tonnage passing 
through the canal, while in half a century it 
would be five times that amount. The grain 
product exported to Europe from_the Pacific 
coast now exceeds 2,000,000 tons, while the vessels 
partly laden with iron and coal, used partly as 
ballast, going through the canal for cargo, 
would not be less than 1,000,009 tons. To this 
would be added the traffic from Japan, Northern 
China, the Philippine and Sandwich Islands, the 
islands of the South Pacific, New-Zealand, and 
Australia. This would make 5,000,000 tons in 
sight as soon as the canal is opened, With canal 
dues at $1 per ton, deducting $1,000,000 for 
maintenance and towage, he concludes 
that there would be found $4,000,000 for 
dividends, or a small fraction below 5 per cent. 
on $82,300,000, the maximum cost of the canal 
after doubling the engineers’ estimates. He be- 
lieves that the canal would develop an enormous 
traffic to the North in timber. *“* We may well 
conceive,” he writes, “that the earnest com- 
mencement of the construction of the canal 
would serve at once to establish uur shipbuild- 
ing interests and our iron trade, upon which 
almost allthe prosperity of our industries de- 
pends, and thus revive the entire traffic of our 
country. We seein this timber traflic that the 
canal dues will soon have to be reduced to ov 
cents per ton toavoida revenue far above the 
usual rate of interest paid on an investment. 

“Such personsas may object to a Government 
construction of the work are reminded that our 
citizens holding a concession were unable, dur- 
ing aperiod of years, to obtain of Congress a 
simple act of incorporation. It is idle now to 
inquire into the influences that prevented. The 
question now is presented in its simplest form. 
Statesmen may perceive the advantage of our 
Government constructing the canal rather than 
abandoning it to another Government. They may 
perceive, too, that, after developing the commer- 
cial certainty of this canal, the non-construction 
of it by us will not prevent its construction by 
others. Were it only forthe purpose of silencing 
the question politically, it would seem cheap to 
construct it were the cost ten times the amount 
of the sum named. It would prove a tar better 
economy than spending double that amount in 
war, Which would seem altogether a probable re- 
sult from non-action at this time. If we do not 
now determine on the construction of the canal 
ourseives, we certainly would have small reason 
for compiaint were Nicaragua to grant a similar 
concession to any other power to that agreed 
upon with our Government.” 2 

Mr. Vest, of Missouri, takes enough interest in 
the Nicaraguan treaty to want to know some- 
thing about the steps taken by the Government 
jn relation to the proposed canal. He therefore 
offered in the Senate to-day a resolution calling 
for information from the Secretary of the Navy 
asto whether any party had been sent out to 
survey a route for a Nicaraguan and if 
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by what authority, at how much expense, and 
how the expense was to be paid. The resolution 
was adopted without a word of debate.

THE PLANS FOR THE CANAL. 

FEW ENGINEERING DIFFICULTIES PRESENT- 
ED—ITS ADVANTAGES TO COMMERCE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—When the ques- 
tion of appropriating $250,000 to enable Secre- 
tary Frelinghuysen to buy the Menocal canal 
concession was before the Senate at the last ses- 
sion it was stated that the United States did not 
intend to construct the canal under thet conces- 
sion, but intended to obtain further rights and 
more absolute control than that concession 
would give it. The Menocal concession 
recognized the Clayton-Bulwer’ treaty as 
being in full force, and the Secretary of State 
explained that the United States would not pro- 
ceed until this defect was cured by the negotia- 
tion of another treaty with Nicaragua. 
Therefore ii may be assumed that the Senate 
was, nearly a year ago, very fully advised as to 
the views of the Executive in this respect. I[ 
understand from very high authority that the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations was ad- 
vised and consulted with in regard to all the im- 
portant provisions of the treaty before it was 
concluded. The United States intends that the 
canal shal! be free to all nations upon the same 
terms tbat her shipping has been. The treaty 
provides for thisin the broadest manaer. Her 
only superior advantages are to be the control, 
management, and administration and use for her 
war ships in the event of foreign complications. 
But in this respect she had nearly as great rights 
under the treaty of 1867 with Nicaragua. That 
convention permitted her, upon giving notice to 
the Government of Nicaragua, to transport in 
her own vessels troops and munitions of war. 
Now she can do this without notice it she builds 
the canal. 

The construction of the canal prevents no ex- 
traordinary engineering difliculties. The entire 
length of the route is 181.26 miles. Of this dis- 
tance only 61.74 miles will be canal proper. 
The rest is slack water and lake navigation. 
There will be four damsin the San Juan River, 
and three short canals around the three rapids 
which obstruct the navigation of the river, the 
entire length of which will be 3.51 miles. The 
length of the canal from the lake to the Pacific 
Ocean at Brito; is 16.33 miles, but in this dis- 
tance there will be 10 locks and a summit 
level of 18: feet to be overcome. The cut at the 
summit will have to be that depth, but this will 
not be more than a mile in length. The maxi- 
mum depth in nearly five miles from the lake 
will be 108 feet, and for one-half this distance 
the cut will be an average of 20 feet. Quite ex- 
tensive works will be required to make a good 
harbor at Brito, and considerable dredging will 
have to bedone at Greytown. This harbor 20 
years ago was deep, with an easy ap- 
proach, but it has filled up with sediment 
carried down the San Juan River. All this 
sediment comes, however, from below the point 
where the canal leaves the river, and by closing 
the old mouth of the stream the silt deposit will 
be stopped. It will require five years to com- 
plete the canal and the cost ought not to exceed 
$65,000,000; the work can probably be donejfor 
$45,000,000. This was the estimate of Mr. Childs, 
one of the most capable engineers of his time 
made, after a careful survey of the route. 

I have it from unquestionable authority that 
the canal congress which sat in Paris in 1879 
would have recommended the Nicaraguan route 
but for a trick that was played upon it. As it 
was, the majority in favor of the Panama route 
was @ very narrow one. The Nicaraguan route 
has many advantages over that of Panama. The 
cost of construction will be a great deal less, 
It will require many years more of Jabor and 
millions upon millions to complete the Panama 
Canal. The digging of the canal is the least 
of the engineering difficulties to be overcome. 
An enormous rainfall at certain seasons 
has to be provided for;\in order that the result- 
ing tloods may not destroy the canal. Very ex- 
tensive and exceedingly expensive works will 
have to be constructed at the Pacific terminus 
to overcome the tidal difficulties. Of course, 
with modern improvements :in machinery and 
mechanical appliances, with modern engineering 
skill and an abundance of money, the Panama 
Canal can be built. But after itis builtit will 
not be available, as the Nicaragua route will be, 
at all times to sailing vessels. The trade winds 
do not prevail off the Atlantic Panama 
coast as they do further north, off the 
coast of Nicaragua. Moreover, the distance to 
and trom Greytown toall our Atlantic as well 
as all European ports is much less. It is in the 
direct line of the ship routes, while Panama is 
far to the south. The sea route from New-York, 
and also from Liverpool, passes between the 
island of Cuba and the ‘coast of Hayti, and the 
harbor of Greytown is not far south of due 
west of this passage. With the Nicaraguan 
Canal built and valuable rights secured in 
Nicaragua, the commercial position of the 
United States would undoubtedly be vastly 
strengthened. 

Just what the policy of the Democrats will be 
with reference tothe Nicaraguan Canal treaty 
cannot be positively stated now. THE TiIMEs’s 
abstract of the treaty is admitted on all sides to 
be correct, and this enterprise, coming so quick- 
ly upon the heels of the publication of the Span- 
ish treaty, has excited universal comment 
and elicited the most generous compliments. It 
is not probable that there will be any large ap- 
propriation asked for at this session if the Senate 
ratifies the treaty. Before work is begun 
on a large scale careful surveys will have 
to be completed. A. G. Menocal, who is 
named in the pending treaty asthe engineer of 
the canal, will sail with three assistants on the 
20th of thismonth. He will for the purpose of 
taking possession begin work by treating defi- 
nitely the line of the canal from Greytown Har- 
bor to the San Juan River,a distance of about 
45 miles. The principal objection on the part ot 
the House Committee on Foreign Relations last 
session to recommending the appropriation of 
$250,000, which Secretary Frelinghuysen asked, 
was the fact that the Menocal concession recog- 
nized the Clayton-Bulwer treaty.

COMMENTS ON THE SCHEME. 
WHAT EX-SECRETARY EVARTS HAS TO SAY 
ABOUT ITS ORIGIN AND EFFECT. 

THE TIMES was eagerly sought down 
town and at the hotels and newsstands very early 
yesterday morning for the news it published 
exclusively in regard to the proposed Nicara- 
guan treaty, and discussion of the merits of the 
instrument interlarded current business quite 
generally among merchants and lawyers during 

the day. 

Ex-Secretary Evarts, when asked his opinion 
about the effect of the treaty, should it be rati- 
fied, said: **It has long been the belief of this 
Government that the route across Nicaragua 
was the only feasible one fer interoceanic com- 
munication. These negotiations are, therefore, 
the natural outcome of that belief. Gen. Grant 
was very strongly in favor of it. By his direc- 
tion, while President, Engineer Menocal was 
sent to Nicaragua to make surveys. The 
policy of Gen. Grant’s Administration in this 
respect was accepted as the policy of the Hayes 
Administration. By direction of Mr. HayesI 
sent Admiral Ammen and Mr. Menocal to the 
Lesseps conference at Paris, not as delegates, but 
as accredited representatives of this country, 
empowered to express the disfavor with which 
our Government regarded the Panama route 
and our opinion of the feasibility of the route 
across Nicaragua and of its superiority over 
Panama, Tehuantepec, or any other route that 
bad been suggested. They pointed out to the 
conference that acanal across the Isthmus of 
Darien, as favored by Lesseps, would, if con- 
structed on a level with the ocean, as proposed, 
be the lowest water course in that country, 
and that not only the Chagres, but all the waters 
of that region that could reach it, wouid 
tear it to pieces. The Chagres is a very 
unruly river at times. It was suggested by the 
French in response to this that a dam be con- 
structed atthe most dangerous point along the 
Chagres to be & mile and a halt long and 140 feet 
high. Estimates showed that such a dam would 
add to the cost of the canal by $30,000,000, even 
that outlay not affording certain protection 
against the caprices of the river. The alterna- 
tive seemed to be a canal with locks, but the 
Frenchmen declared that in such a case they 
wouid prefer Nicaragua. After that conference 
l addressed a letter to the President, and ina 
subsequent communication to Congress he re- 
affirmed the policy of our Government on tue 
general subject of interoceanic canal super- 
vision. and restated the grounds to which we 
had committed ourselves infavor of the Nica- 
ragua route. 

“4 canal across the Isthmus of Darien being 
then of special interest, the feature of govern- 
mental supervision was naturally apparent. In 
thetreatment of that feature the Ciayton-Bul- 
wer treaty wus not considered relevant, for that 
instrument applied to Nicaragua, Costa Rica, 
and the Mosquito coast, not to the isthmus. It 
contemplated subsequent agreements by which 
England and this Government were to be simi- 
lariy bound in respect to other territory. But 
the intention of both Governments was that 
these agreements shouid follow, within rea- 
sonable time, the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 
As they did not so follow that failure was 
held by this Government to relieve the question 
of consideration of any possible claims that En- 
giand might raise against our declaration of su- 
premacy over a@ canal across Darien. Such was 
the view, indeed, that has been held by this Gov- 
ernment since Mr. Seward’s time, and which Mr. 
Seward emphasized in drafting the treaty be- 
tween this Government and the United States of 
Colombia in regard to an isthmus canal, the ar- 
ticle of the treaty embodying it being re- 
qoctes. however, by the United States of Co- 

ombia. It is held by this Government 
now, I believe, that the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty is no longer in effect. That justifies a 
treaty with Nicaragua. I have no opinion to 
express in regard to the proposed treaty turther 
than I have said, that the Nicaraguan route has 
long been held by_ this Government to be the 
only feasibie one. Mr. Frelinghuysen would not 




















thank me for obtruding myself in this business, 
and I shall have no disposition to do so. 


terests in the matter. As I said the other day, 
treaty making is very grave business. The Re- 

ublicans will be in power but three months 
onger. I cannot believe that in this short time 
the various treaty provisions before Congress 
can be exhaustively discussed.” 

Mr. Evarts was not alone in the opinion that 
the pending treaties would fall as a legacy tothe 
powers under the coming Administration. A 
lawyer who is exceptionally well posted in isth- 
mus canal diplomacy said; ‘I don’t want to be 
disrespectful to Congress, but a correct _appre- 
ciation of what is due the dignity of the Govern- 
ment would have resuited long ago in a declara- 
tion, backed by all the powers of the Govern- 
ment, settling forever the question of isthmus 
supremacy. Our executive department has al- 
ways held right views and urged right meas- 
ures to enforce them. The matter has 
been practically in the hands of Congress 
for years, for the Executive is powerless 
without Congressional co-operation, Gen. 
Grant entreated it, as did Mr. Hayes, 
and now President Arthur. I regret to say that 
this experience has conclusively proved that the 
primary Congressman, the average member, is 
unequal to questions beyond the politics of the 
hour or his local interests, He is utterly lacking 
in conception of the true and statesmanlike prov- 
ince of higher legislation. I don’t believe Con- 
gress will give effect at this session to the Nic- 
araguan treaty, the Spanish treaty, or to any 
other, ana I am unable to predict when these 
important matters wiil get intelligent considera- 
tion in Congress; probably not until free dis- 
cussion of them outside of Congress shall have 
dictated a course which Congressmen, under the 
pressure of local influences, will feel bound to 
follow.” 

“The history of canal negotiations, which THE 
TIMES publishes, refers to a provision in the 
Nicaragua Constitution which forbids a lease or 
grant of any part of its territory for a longer 
period than 99 years. In order to give effect to 
this treatv, which proposes an absolute grant, 
would it be necessary to amend the Nicaragua 
Constitution ?” 

“That would not be indispensable,” was the 
smilipg reply. “I don’t think any one in Wall- 
street would let that stand in the way of getting 
a desirable thing. If this Government should 
get that land, build the canal, and protect it by 
fortifications, at an expense say of from $60,000,- 
000 to $100,000,000, I imagine it: woulda not be easy 
work to supplant us there at the endof 99 years. 
However, we need be concerned only with 
the present. There is no use in computing cost 
or income just yet. It would be unreasonable 
to suppose that the investment would be a pay- 
ing one toa private company even on the basis 
proposed in the treaty. The Panama Cana! can 
never yield a fair return to its present investors. 
Occupation of this territory involves higher 
considerations than an early pecuniary re- 
turn to those who advance the money 
to put the canal in working order. 
The harbor of Greytown, which is a vast 
shoal, would need to be fieepened before the 
canal could be of the slightest use. That means 
a tremendous outlay to begin with. So an im- 
mediate return must not be expected. The 
point to be asserted and emphasized in this mat- 
ter is a reassertion of the Monroe doctrine and a 
practical declaration of the supremacy of this 
country in matters affecting the serious and far- 
reaching diplomatic, political, and commercial 
affairs of this continent. Such has been the pol- 
icy of the Government through its Executive. 
It needs only confirmation and support by the 
legislative department to command general rec- 
Ognition.”’ 





KIDS AGAINST MOSSBACKS.

STRIFE BETWEEN DEMOCRATIC FACTIONS 
IN OHIO, 

CoLumBus, Ohio, Dec. 15.—The rivalry 
between the ** Mossback” and * Kid” factions in 
the Ohio Democratic Party has increased to such 
an extent as to cause alarm among the 
more far-seeing and judicious statesmen 
of that party. The Jackson Club, un- 
der whose banner the young Democracy have 
organized, have made extensive preparations 
to celebrate the 8th of January in a befitting 
manner. and so came in contact with the Demo- 
cratic club controlled and managed by John G. 
Thompson, the representative of the Bourbon 
ring of the Democracy, who had also sent out in- 


vitations to the representatives of the old-time 
leaders to come to Columbus on Jan. 8 and ‘par- 
ticipate in a feast and partake of all the 
good things pleasing to the Democratic 
palate. The Kid Democracy made a point which 
seriously embarrassed the Thompsonites by 
securing the City Hail, which left the old-timers 
without an available room to carry out their de- 
sired programme. Negotiations in the interest 
of settling the dispute as to which faction shall 
take the lead have been going on for some time, 
but with little outward indications of having 
arrived at a satisfactory conclusion. It 
is learned to-night that ex-Senator Thur- 
man has come out strongly in opposition 
to there being two distinct celebrations and 
banquets on that day. and the inference is drawn 
that Mr. Thurman;will not sanction by his pres- 
ence, either faction, but counsels moderation 
and unity of action. Mr. Allen W. Thurman, 
Chairman of the committee on ‘** harmony,” has 
beeu very active in his efforts to bring about a 
reconciliation. 

To-day the Mossback committee received a 
letter from Senator-elect Payne to the etfect 
that he hadaccepted an invitation from the Jack- 
sen Club, and would be unable to meet with the 
Democratic Club as requested. The Jackson 
Club also received a letter from the Senator- 
elect congratulating the followers of Jackson 
and accepting their hospitality with thanks. 
Mr. Payne will respond to the toast, * Our 
President.’”’ It isunderstood that Mr. John Mc- 
Lean will present the Jackson Club with a beau- 
titul banner. Surface indications justify the 
prediction that the Thompsonites will come 
down gracefully and that ways and means are 
now being considered looking in that direction. 





CHARGED WITH POISONING. 

WHITEWATER, Wis., Dec. 15.—The excite- 
ment which attended the peculiar death of An- 
nie Horan was intensified yesterday by the arrest 
of Nellie Horan, the deceased girl's sister. The 
chemist’s report showed that stychnine had been 
administered. Before the Coroner’s jury it was 
shown that Nellie had purchased strychnine, 
and it was proved that on several occasions she 
had attempted to purchase the poison without 
success. A quantity of thestrychnine purchased 
was found by the Sheriff in a bureau drawer, 
and Nellie claims it is all she purchased. 
The druggist who sold it to her is un- 
able to say how much she bought. The 
Coroner’s jury recommended that Nellie Horan 
be held for the murder of her sister. Nellie is 
now at her homein charge of a physician and 
guarded by a Deputy Sheriif. She is very sick 
and unable to leave her bed. The feeling among 
those who know the girl best is that she 1s not 
guilty of the crime, but the numerous mysteri- 
ous deaths which have occurred in the Horan 
family in the last three years warrant all in the 
belief that the case should be thoroughly investi- 
gated. When a reporter called on the suspected 
girl to-day she was bolstered up in bed by sev- 
eral pillows. She was very weak and nervous, 
She earnestly denied having purchased the 
poison with evil intent. She was not allowed to 
talk much, but said she was satisfied a thorough 
investigation would clear her of the terrible 
charge. 
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THE LOWEST PRICE YET FOR WHEAT. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 15.—The wheat 
market was weak at the opening to-day,’and the 
January option fell to 685g cents, the lowest 
point reached yet. As the morning advanced, 
however, a reaction set in and the option worked 
up to 69%, closing at that figure at 1 o’clock amid 
considerable animation. The market is more or 
jess nervous, and very greatly depressed. The 
quotations to-day are absolutely the lowest 
known in the history of the speculative wheat 
trade. C.F. Freemun has received letters from 
correspondents in Dakota, Minnesota, and the 
western part of this State saying that farmers’ 
deliveries on wheat are failing off. Prices at the 
railway line are from 40 to 50 cents per bushel. 
Old commission men anticipate an early advance, 
and say prices cannot possibly go lower.

THE EX-SECRETARY TO BE A SEC-: 


OND CHOICE CANDIDATE. 
HOW SENATOR ARKELL PROPOSES TO RUN 


HIS CAMPAIGN—CLAIMS OF THE PLATT-" 


MORTON-ERWIN COMBINATION, 

ALBANY, Dec. 15.—Senator Arkell passed 
through this city to-day on his way to New-York 
to initiate a Senatorial movement in behalf of 
William M. Evarts. It is his purpose to consult 
the ** boys” and whomsoever else hey may find 
with influence in the party, and to endeavor to 
impress upon them the great necessity of select- 
ing some such successor to Senator Lapham as 
Mr. Evarts. It is his idea, as understood by 
intimate friends, that the question of pro- 
tection will be largely discussed by Congress 
in the coming four years, and that Mr. Evarts is 
the man of all others to discuss it with advan- 
tage to the business welfare of the country. The 
tea party which Senator Arkell held at his Can- 
avjoharie mansion last week was really the be- 
ginning of the Arkell boom for Mr. Evarfs. The 
results were tolerably gratifying to the Senator, 
so itis claimed. From Senator Low, of Orange, 
who was not present, by the way, he received a 
letter assuring him of his support if the Evarts 
boom could be worked off with any effect. Sen- 
ator Thomas, of Chenango, and Senator Robin- 
son, of Wayne, both agreed to follow Mr. Arkell, 
so his friends positively assert. It was expected 
that Senator Esty, of Ithaca, would also unite in 
this movement, though Senator Fassett inti- 
mated that that gentleman's first choice is Levi 
P. Morton. Senator Arkell’s next purpose was 
tosecure Senators who would agree to make 
Mr. Evarts their second choice. He isclaimed to 
have won Senator Fassett and Senator Com- 
stock to this proposition. While in New-York 
he will endeavor to secure the support of first- 
choice Evarts men and second-choice Evarts men, 
and for that purpose will see Senator James Otis, 
of Suffolk, and Senator Albert Daggett, of 
Kings, and Senator Low, who also 
has an office in New-York, will join 
him in pushing the Evarts boom. After the 
Senators have been canvassed the Assemblymen 
in that section of the State will be interviewed. 
It Senator Arkell finds the prevalent sentiment 
favorable to his candidate, then the Union 
League Club will be asked to resolve unani- 
mously that William M. Evarts is its choice for 
United States Senator. The club only recently 
had a narrow escape from the alternative of 
tabling such a resolution or discussing and 
taking action upon it. The enthusiastic mem- 
ber who had prepared the paper was prevuiled 
upon to abandon its presentation, for the present 
at least, though he yielded very reluctantly. 

The attempt to agitate the tariff in connection 
with the Senatorship has a curious origin, if the 
prevailing reports be true. Mr. Blaine is said to 
be at the bottom of it, and his desire to see 
President Arther beaten is claimed to be his 
motive. Mr. Blaine, in a recent Presidential 
campaign, made a trip through New-York State, 
passing through Canajoharie, where Senator 
Arkell has a large paper bag manufactory. The 
industry bas been built up by Mr. Arkell’s own 
labors, and to his ingenuity 1s credited the patent- 
ed machinery of peculiar construction which is 
employed in it, hat he should take pride in his 
enterprise is perfectly natural. It was also 
natural that Mr. Biaine, whose eves and ears 
are always wide open whether entertaining

of the Canajoharie industry. The story runs 
that the maintenance of a high protective tariff 
was discovered by him to be essential to the 
prosperity of the paper bag factory, and that 
the idea was quite recently conveyed to the 
Senator; that his business would be endangered 
by the selection of any other thun a high pro- 
tective Senator. 
to the President, Senator Arkell’s notions have 
undergone somewhat of a change since 
the presentation of the report of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. The Secretary, and 
hence the President, is not believed ‘to be so 
sound upon the subject of paper bags as some 
other members of the party. The correspond- 
ence by cable with Levi P. Morton developed 
the fact that his position is as solid asa rock as 
regards the protection of ‘**the masses of the 
people,” though about paper bags he was sus- 
piciously non-committal. Mr. Arthur and Mr. 
Morton both failing to meet the exigencies of 
the situation, the choice of the Senator has fall- 
en upon Mr. Evarts. This story, with varia- 
tions, is now being circulated as part and parcel 
of the Senatorial gossip of the day. 

The literary bureau which has evidently been 
established in behalf of Levi P. Morton gives 
daily proof of the convincing nature of its 
labors. Almost the entire southern tier now ap- 
pears to be widely enthusiastic for Mr. Morton 
for Senator and for Mr. Erwin for Speaker of 
the Assembly. Ten dailies and weeklies upon 
the same day announced the desirability of a 
course which should give them Mr. Morton in 
preference to any other living Republican. The 
impression conveyed by the tactics of ex-Senator 
Platt thus far is that Mr. Morton is a‘ boodle”’ 
candidate, who is able and willing to spend 
$50,000 or $100,000 for the purpose of becoming 
Senator. Naturally the friends of Mr. Morton 
indignantly deny that he has any such venal 
2urposes as are implied by the management of 

is canvass. 

Said a Republican in discussing the situation: 
“It looks to me very much asif Mr. Platt cares 
nothing for the good name or the future of the 
Republican Party, and as if he was determined 
to use the party asa club to beat out the brains 
of some of his old enemies, who, fortunately for 
themselves, occupy a much higher position in 
the estimation of their party associates than he 
canever hope to. Whatstrikes meas the most 
curious thing about it isthat so many workers 
of the party, whose own good name ought to be 
worth something, should consent to fol- 
low his lead. The gentlemen who now 
appear to be intimately associated with him are 
A. B. Cornell, Silas B. Dutcher, and Chester 8. 
Cole, all good party workers, we must admit. 
What have they to gain by continuing the party 
inaturmoil? Not only does Mr. Arthur appear 
to be the object of the enmity of some of these 
gentlemen, but so also does Warner Miller. Mr. 
Miller appears to have the contidence of a con- 
siderable following in the interior of the State, 
and he will not be permitted to be blotted out 
without a protest from his constituency. I know 
that Senator Miller regards with suspicion the 
part which Mr. Piatt is playing, and is 
satisfied that it bodes no good to the party’s 
future. If it comes to a contest between Mr. 
Arthur and any candidate otf Mr. Platt’s Iam 
satisfied that the President will have the sympa- 
thy and support of Warner Miller, who does ad- 
mit what a great many persons just now are 
disposed to overlook, and that is the fact that 
the President’s course ever since the death of 
Garfield has been uniformly straightforward, 
und his Administration has brought credit upon 
the party. It has been repeateda great many 
times, but it is none the less true, 
that President Arthur made it possible for 
the party’s candidate to win this year. 
If the stupidity of a National Committee invited 
disaster that is not the President’s fault. There will 
be areaction in this State in the President’s be- 
half, and the time is not far distant, in my judg- 
ment, when he will receive the credit that is 
justly due him. They tell us that Mr. Cornell 
wants to be nominated and elected Governor 
next year.

MR. CLEVELAND'S CABINET. 


THEY ARE WORKING FOR THEM. 

ALBANY, Dec. 15.—The Missourians who 
have been lounging about New-York and enjoy- 
ing its delights for tho past week arrived at the 
Capitol to-day, and after inspecting it from cellar 
to roof called upon the Governor. The party was 
composed of National Committeeman John G. 
Prather, Lieut.-Gov. R.A. Campbell, Judge James 


It was late in the afternoon when the Governor, 


the Executive Mansion, received them. They 


are credited with having urged the selection of 
James O. Broadhead. of St. Louis, for At- 
torney-General. The Governor himself is 
authority for the statement that Cabi- 
net selections have not yet been made, 
reports to the contrary notwithstanding. That 
suggestions have been numerous from every 
quarter of the Union, and that the triends of 
certain Demncrats have urged their claims upon 
him goes without saying. Heisa good listener, 
and if they have gone away with the impression 
that they have secured any pledges it will be 
their misfortune ana not his fault. 

Such influence as the friends of Samuel J. Til- 
den can bring to bear upon the sage will doubt- 
less be used to secure his recommendation 
of William C. Whitney, and that recom- 
dation in turn will be laid before the Gov- 
ernor, with the statement that Mr. Tilden 
will feel gratified at having Mr. Whitney se- 
lected either for the Attorney-Generalship or 
the Postmaster-Generalship. He is the son- 
in-law of Senator-elect Payne, of Ohio, 
for whom Mr. Tilden feels a strong at- 
tachment. By such proceeding Mr. Whitney's 
chances of elevation would be greatly 
increased. If Mr. Tilden was to make up the 
Cabinet himself the name of Senator Bayard 
would never appear in it, for the Sage of 
Gramercy has never abandoned the _ idea 
that his failure to secure the Presi- 
dency in 1876 largely lies at the door 
of Mr. Bayard. Mr. Tilden’s course during the 
recent campaign was not such as to com- 
mend him to many of the younger and 
more progressive members of the Democ- 
racy, upon whom fell much of the labor 
of the canvass. A paltry contribution of $5,000 
and a lukewarmness on the part of some of the 
Sage’s friends were not calculated to raise Mr. 
Tilden in the estimation of these Democrats. 
Mr. Cleveland, however, is likely to disappoint 
any Democrats who may desire to see an exhi- 
bition of retaliatory spirit toward Uncle Samuel. 

The campaign is ended and the Governor is 
conceded to possess magnanimity. Toa friend who 
to-night asked Mr. Cleveland what truth there 
is in the report that he had received a letter from 
Senator Bayard signitying a willingness to ac- 
cept the Treasury portfolio, which, rumor also 
claims, had been tendered him, the Gov- 
ernor said: “I have received no such 
letter from Senator Bayard to-day, or 
at any time, making such a statement. [ 
have exchanged letters with him on other than 
Cabinet positions, but they are not for the pub- 
lic.

St. Louis, Dec. 15.—Gen. Sherman says 
that Senator Vance, of North Carolina, is not the 
man to whom Jeff Davis wrote saying that ifa 
certain State withdrew from the Confederacy 
he wouldturn his batteries loose upon it, but 
the General still alleges that Davis wrote sucha 
letter,and that it is in his possession. When

About other matters the General was auite 
talkative. He said of his proposed journey East 
this week, ‘*I have got myself into a nice fix. A 
year ago I promised the President of tne New- 
England Society of New-York City: that if Gen. 
Grant would be present at the meeting this year 
I would attend also. I didn’t think the General 
would be there, but,” holding up a dispatch and 
a letter, “‘look here. ‘The President of the 
society has both written and wired me¢hat’Gen. 
Grant will be on hand, and that I must stand by 
my agreement. Of course I shall have to be 
present also, and I shall leave in afew days for 
the East. The society meeting in Brooklyn is on 
Dec, 20, and in New-York on the 22d. So it seems 
that Ishallhave to spend my Christmas and 
New Year's away from my family after all.” 
And the General gazed thoughtfully at the fire, 
as though he saw atoothsome turkey roasting 
over the cheerful blaze. 

‘**Do you return home after the meeting ?” 

“No, I shall leave New-York immediately 
after New Yeavr’s, and go to Washington to audit 
the accounts of the Smithsonian Institution, 
with which I am officially connected.” 


PARIS GREEN IN A WELL. 
WINSTED, Conn., Dee. 15.—Litchfield 
County’s little town of Harwinton is in a fever 
of excitement over an attempt at wholesale 
poisoning. The suspicion that some person had 
been poisoning wells and running streams was 
first aroused about a year ago by the mysterious 


death of several cattle. Friday night last Samuel 
Humiston, one of the most respected residents 
of the town, revorted that an attempt had 
been made to poison his whole family by 
putting Paris green in the well that he 
uses for household purposes. On Friday 
Mr. Humiston returned from _ his 
lot earlier than his usual custom, and 
after doing his usual work about the barn, be 
took the night’s supply of wood to the kitchen, 
and then went to the well fora pail of water. 
As the bucket rose to the top he was horrified to 
find floating about in it green particles, which 
on examination proved to be Paris green. The 
hardness of the well water had prevented the 
poison from dissolving, thus making it plainly 
visible. As ip most country houses, the water 
pail in the Humiston household, with its tin 
drinking dipper, is consigned to a dark corner of 
the sink room, and had its contents been drawn 
after dark no one would have noticed the poison, 
the water would have been used to fill the tea- 
kettle, and boiling would have removed all visi- 
ble traces of the Paris green. 











DEATH OF A VETERAN OF 1812. 

MAnpIson, Wis., Dec. 15.—Isaac Lyon, aged 
90 years, the father of Associate Justice William 
P. Lyon, of the Supreme Court, was found dead 
in bed at 9 o’clock this morning by his grand- 
daughter, who, knowing that he was not in his 
customary good health, had gone up to see him. 
The cause is supposed to have been general. de- 
bility, possiply hastened by heart aifection. He 
wasa man of unusually kindly disposition, and 
though he fought in the war of 1812, it was bis 
boast that he never hurt any one. For 10 years 
past he has had charge of the cabinets in the 
State Historical Rooms, and, being an enthusias- 
tic antiquarian, proved invaluable in the posi- 
tion. He was universally revered tor Nis Chris- 
tian-like qualities. 

HOW TO GET CHEAP POSTAGE. 

Orrawa, Dec. 15.—It has been discovered 
that in order to get the benefit of the low rate of 
postage in the United States Canadian mer- 
chants and manufacturers who have a very 
large correspondence send their letters in large 
bundles by express to the nearest Post Office on 
the other side of the boundary line, where they 
are mailed at two-cent letter rate, whereas 
they would have to pay 3 °cents if mailed in 
Canada, thus effecting a saving of 33% per cent. 
The Governments are powerless to prevent it. 

TAX SUIT ARGUED. 

ALBANY, Dec. 15.—The case of the people 
against the Gold and Stock Telegraph Company 
to recover the amount due for taxes upon the 
company’s corporate franchise or business came

SHOT WHILE} ELOPING. 


RUNAWAY DAUGHTER. 

BriIpGEPoRT, Dec. 15.—John Drake, an 
old farmer living in what is known as the 
“Purchase district,” a tract of rough proken 
country on the east bank of the Housatonic 
River, 30 miles above its mouth, is at present 
searching for his missing daughter, Mildred, 19 
years of age. Drake lives in a lonely house half 
a mile from his nearest neighbor, on aroad which 
is seldom traveled. He makes a scant living 
from afew rocky, half cleared acres, and ekes 
out hissupport by hunting and fishing in the 
half wild woodlands near his home. His 


family consisted of his wife, a paralytic, 
and the daughter, Mildred. The latter is 
a tall, slender girl, light-haired, with gray 
eyos. She was considered the beauty of the re- 
gion, but owing to her father’s suspicious dis- 
position was little known to the country swains. 
Last June a young man giving his name as 
Henry G. Bogart and his residence as Philadel- 
phia went into the hill country for his health, 
and secured lodgings at the home of a farmer 
living nearly four miles from Drake. He devot- 
ed much of his time to’ fishing, and on one of his 
trips came across John Drake, with whom, after 
some difficulty, he establisned a sort of fntimacy. 
On a few occasions he visited Drake’s house, and 
there saw the daughter. 

By presents and flattery the stranger so won 
Drake that the latter finally agreed to take him 
asa boarder. Once established in the house, he 
had no difficulty in gaining the affections of 
Mildred Drake. In September he left the ** Pur- 
chase,”? but ‘returned last Monday to Drake’s, 
announcing his intention of starting a singing 
school, if possible. On this pretext he tramped 
over a great part of the town, and on Thursday 
night came home late. Drake was forced to un- 
lock the door and, not liking the interruption to 
his slumbers, agreed to leave it open there- 
after till his erratic boarder came home. 
On Friday Bogart returned’ early, but 
on Saturday Drake awoke to find the door open 
and guest and daughter missing. When he re- 
alized what had happened, Drake siezed his gun 


their footsteps without difficulty to a road haif 
a mile from the house. Then wheel tracks 
plainly showed their method of flight. Return- 
ing to his house Drake hastily harnessed his 
horse to a light sleigh and followed the prints of 
the carriage wheels. Bogart and Miss Drake had 
driven as nearly due south as possible, but ow- 
ing to losing their way did not cross the Housa- 
tonic River at Southville till nearly noon, after 
making an unnecessary circuit of many miles. 
Their vehicle, a buggy, was hard pulling-through 
the snow on the rough roads, and as Drake, by 
hiS intimate knowledge of the country, man- 
aged to guesstheir point for crossing the river, 
he reached the bridge just in time to see a 
confederate of Bogart draw up the river road to 
the north just as the elopers, with a tresh horse 
anda lighter buggy, dashed across the bridge. 
Drake paid no attention to the confederate, but 
kept in pursuit of Bogart. The fresh horse 
gained an advantage on the hill at the end of the 
bridge, but Drake eased his animal’s burden by 
running by its side, and the pursuers and 
pursued reached the level not more than 
100 yards apart. Drake called to the young 
man to hait, and, receiving no answer, raised 
his gun and, taking aim, fired. The ball 
missed its mark, and before Drake was 
ready for a second shot, Bogart had turned into 
a road running to the west. This was little trav- 
eled, and the father gained considerably. Sev- 
eral times he had a chance to fire, but his daugh- 
ter threw herself upon her lover’s neck, and so 
coverec his body that her father dared not risk a 
shot. For over a mile the two teams kept about 
75 yards apart, and at aturn inthe road Drake 
fired, again missing. Before he had fairly 
loaded again the pursued turned into 
a well-beaten highway, where the snow 
was melted, and began to gain. Here escape 
would have been easy had not the music teacher 
chosen a wrong road, and Drake, going by a 
short cut, passed the Hawleyviile station on the 
New-York and New-England Road in hot pur- 
suit. Bogart again missed his way. Drake’s 
horse gave out, and the old man, leaping to the 
ground, fired a last shot. Bogart gave a cry and 
instinctively pulled up his horse. Drake 
lan on, neglecting to load his_ gun, and 
as soon as he reached the side of the 
elopers’ carriage saw that his prospective 
son-in-law had been shot through the right 
shoulder.

Two or three lively 
speeches were made on both sides of the ques< 
tion, and Mr. Van Wyck, it is understood, ex< 
pressed his views on secret sessions without 
any concealment. The King of Spain wad 
satirically scolded for casting contempt upon 
the dignity of the Senate by allowing the Span- 
ish treaty to be seoured by Tue TIMES’s repre- 
sentative in Madrid, and then a majority vote® 
to refer Mr. Van Wyck’s resolution to the Kor~ 
eigu Relations Committee. It is not knowa 
what action that committee will recommend, 
but it is asserted that any attempt by it*ta 
smother the resolution will fail.

While the Secretary of the Treasury is not/ 

concerned about the adoption of the pretended! 
process the owners of the patent, who have been 
about the Capitol lately, appear to have had lit- 
tle difficulty in securing the insertion in the cir- 
cular prepared by Mr. French of language de- 
scribing their process. Mr. French said that the 
language had been suggested by Dr, Smith, 
Quarantine officer at New-York, and by Dr. 
Hamilton, Supervising Surgeon-General of the 
Marine Hospital Service. While there is noin- 
timation that the process is patented, r. 
French said that all the importers knew it. 
to be patented. The concern telt in its adoption 
will be appreciated when it is known that a 
member of the House of Representatives was 
approached by a man who offered him an in- 
terest in the patent if he would not oppose itg 
use by the Government.

IMPORTANT FINANCIAL BILLS. 

By an exactly two-thirds vote the 
House to-day suspended the rules and fixed Jan. 
-16as the day for the discussion of the McPher« 
son Currency bill and the . Dingley 
bill authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury. to invest the lawful money 


deposited in the Treasury in trust 
by national banking associations for the 
redemption of their circulating notes. The mo- 
tion was made by Mr. Wilkins for the Committee 
on Banking and Currency. Mr. Yanle, of Mich- 
igan, who spoke in opposition to the motion, de- 
clared that, while the McPherson bill would fn- 
crease the privileges of the banks,there was 
no assurance that they would exercise their 
capabilities and that they would come again for 
more inducements. He asserted that it was 
simply hiring them to increase their circulation 
and was aninsult to the Nation. The profit to 
the bank is the factor, he said, that determineg 
the amount of circulation. Mr. O. B. Potter, of 
New-York, interested the House in an 
earnest speech against the McPherson bill. He 
declared that the premium on Government bonda 
igs so large that one bank President has $800,000 
in bonds which he is only holding until they 
reach 25 per cent. premium, when he 
will sell out and give up his circula- 
tion. If the McPherson bill was passed it 
would not enlarge the currency, but would 
contract it suddenly, and perhaps fatally to the 
interests of the country. It removed safe- 
guards, and there was no greater safeguard than 
the margin of 10 per cent. held in the hands of 
the Government. 

The House retused to suspend the rules to pass 
the bill suspending the issue of all notes under 
$5, and 
smaller denominations.

A NEW MODEL ICE BOAT. 
Sas 
(HE PLAN WHICH IT IS THOUGHT WILL 
MAKE THE FASTEST BOAT KNOWN. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, Dec. 15.—An ice yachts- 
man of this city has displayed a new model for 
an ice yacht called the Lateen, and claims for it 
great advantages over other ice yachts. He 
claims that the pfsent ice yacht, when it moves 
against the wind, while beating to the windward 
magnifies largely all taults which are known to 
exist in sloop-rig yachts, the chief one of which 
a that a draught is created through the opening 
between the jib and the mast, whereby the wind 
is diverted from its true course by suction, 
or, in other words, that portion of the 


wind which should strike the forward part of 
the mainsail, passes through the opening men- 
tioned, doing no effective duty in propelling the 
boat; but, quite to the contrary, it makes a 
vacuum on the windward side of the luff of the 
mainsail. which, aided by the deflected winds 
from the jib, strikes the mainsail aback on the 
lee side, and causes it to belly against the wind 
for a considerable distance aft of the mast, thus 
rendering useless a large area of the mainsail. 
This fact is something that has been observed a 
hundred times by any ice boatman, and it was 
to overcome this, in a measure, that the present 
style of boat called the ** Bob Scott” model was 
designed. 

On the “ Scott”? boat the mast is placed several 
feet ahead of the runner plank, and by this 
meuns the jib is reduced in size, and the area of 
the mainsail increased accordingly, thus, in a 
measure, obviating the difficulty. Many leading 
ice yachtsmen maintain that a cat rig for an ice 
boat is the proper solution of this problem, and 
efforts have been made thus to rig one success- 
fully; but if the mast was placed far enough 
ahead of the runner plank to bring the centre of 
effort of the sail at the proper place, then the 
keelson would not stand the heavy strain, and 
so boats thus rigged have been altered over into 
the sloop rig. Archibald Rodgers, of Hyde Park. 
who has one of the finest ice yachts in the 
Poughkeepsie squadron, believes it impossible to 
build a successful cat-rigged ice yacht. : 

The new invention, the _Lateen, has a sail of 
one continuous piece, which, however, preserves 
the appearance and shape of the oldrig. Tne 
sail is suspended between two spars, placed wide 
apart on the runner plank, and joined together 
at the top, taking the place of the shrouds. A 
forestay runs to the bowsprit from the mast- 
head, and two backstays, secured to the keelson, 
serve to keep the mast upright. A boom ex- 
tends the whole length of the foot of the sail, 
and a jackyard runs from the peak to meet it, 
where they are joined together by a toggle- 
joint. The boom swings on a_ swivel 
over the runner plank, and when the jack- 

ard is set up the sailis as fiat as a board. The 
atter is a point that will be appreciated by all 
who are familiar with sails. The runner is 
formed of two thin planks, making a truss, but 
leaving a few feet at each end free tospring, 
thus securing great strength with lightness. 
The keelson and box are of the ** Scott” model. | 

Should a boat be built after this model, and it 
it is believed one will be, the Shrewsbury ice 
yachtsmen will have another surprise when they 
come here this Winter to carry off the challenge 
pennant of America. As yet there is no ice on 
the river, but the ice yachtsmen are overhauling 
their boats and sails in anticipation of lively 
sport during the Winter. 








MATTERS OF LABOR INTEREST. 
PHILADELPHIA, “Dec. 15.—Two carpet 
factories surrendered to the strikers to-day, and 
work was resumed at those places at the old 
rates, but the relative position of the carpet 
manufacturers and employes in the movement 
inaugurated three weeks ago has not changed, 
and the outlook for an early termination of the 
strike is not very encouraging. There are no 
new developments in the shoemakers’ strike. 
The district assembly to-day opened a co-opera- 
tive general supply stere, for which enterprise 
1.800 was appropriated from the reserve fund. 
t will be open to all, although it is for the gen- 
eral benefit of the shoemakers. 


CuicaGe, Dec. 15.—Neal McGachen, a 
miner from Shawnee, in the Hocking Valley 
region, addressed a large meeting of the Inter- 
national Working People’s Association yester- 
day, in which he denied the report that the union 
men were returning to work. The speaker’s pur- 
pose in coming here was to raise money for tae 
relief of the strikers, and after justifying the 
miners in refusing to work at the wages ofiered, 
which. he said, would not average above $25 per | 
month, said that 15,000 people there needed help. 
At the close of the address the assembly adopted 
resolutions to the effect that the employment of 
all means to protect the wage-working class 
from the tyranny of capital was justifiable. 
Whereas, the military had been called out to 
defeat the interests of the working classes, the 
mass meeting resolved to arm themselves and 
to offer resistance to the * capitalistic class, who 
are depriving them of their bread, their happi- 
ness, and their lives.”’ 


HAVERHILL, Mass., Dec. 15.—The larger 
part of the hands employed by W. B. Thorn & 
Co.’s hat factory on River-street struck this 
morning, owing to a cut-down of 10 per cent. in 
wages. About 175 people were at work, includ- 
ing 60 women. The card room, with 30 hands, is 
running. 

PiTTsBURG, Penn., Dec. 15.—A notice was 

osted in the Edgar Thomson Steel Works at 
Genddook, to-day, ordering a suspension of 
work to-morrow in all departments for an in- 
definite period. This action, which was a com- 

lete surprise to the workmen, was caused by 
he lack of orders and the great depression in the 
rail business. Thefirm is unable tosay how long 
the works will remain idle. A resumption 
might be ordered in a few weeks, and perhaps 
not for months, as all depends on the state of the 
market. About 1,600 employes are directly af- 
fected by the suspension, but indirectly between 
8,000 and 4,000 persons will suffer. The monthly 
pay roll of the firm amounted to $150,000. . 
he Republic Iron Works, on the south side, 
resumed operations to-day at 10 per cent. reduc- 
tion in the wages of all employes excepting 
amalgamated scale men. 


PirtspurG, Dec. 15.—The feeling at 
Braddock over the sudden closing down of the 
Edgar Thomson Steel Works is very gloomy. 
That thriving town depends entirely upon the 
prosperity of this establishment, and the with- 
drawal of over $100,000 which the employes spent 
every month will seriously affect all branches of 
trade. A member of the firm in conversation 
to-night said that this was the first time since 
the mill was started in 1876 thatthe works had 
shut down ior a like cause. Never since they 
have been in existence has there been the same 
dullness and depression in the trade. The 
railway companies are not buying, new rail- 
ways are not building, and rails cannot be man- 
ufactured at a profit. Over-production is in 
a large measure responsible for the depression. 
Had it not meen Sor a large order taken in Jul 
the works would have closed down last August. 
It was for 12,000 tons, to be delivered between 
September and next March. The order has al- 
ready been filled and delivered. The suspension 
will be severely felt by the railroads as the aver- 
age daily freight trafficto and from the works 
was 5,000 tons.

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THE LONDON BRIDGE CRIME 


NO CLUE TO ITS PERPETRATORS 
DISCOVERED. 

THE OUTRAGE ATTRIBUTED TO AMERICAN 
FENIANS — A CONFLICT OF POLICE 
JURISDICTION, 

Lonpon, Dec. 15.—No clue to the perpe- 
trators of the bridge outrage has yet been 
found. The Times jumps to the conclusion 
that the outrage, about whose authorship 
absolutely nothing is as yet known, must be 
traced in some way to America, and says: 
“The moment has come to ask whether 
American law might not be altered so that im- 
punity could no longer be accorded to men who 
make no secret of their murderous inten- 
tions. With such outrages politics is totally 
unconnected. The repeated endeavors to 
destroy public property and kill or maim harm- 
less people are simply murder or attempts at 
murder from motives of pecuniary speculation. 
The knowledge that the dastardly promoters of 
the outrage are loathed and execrated by the 
vast majority of Americans encourages the hope 
that if the bridge outrage shall be eventually 
traced to a transatlantic agency America will 
not be content with a mere expression of hor- 
ror, but will be roused to take such action as is 
to be expected from a civilized community in 
dealing with abject scoundrels.” 

A motion will be made in the City Common 
Council at its regular weekiy meeting on Thurs- 
day to offera reward of £5,000 for the discovery 
of the persons who committed the dynamite 
outrage on London Bridge Saturday afternoon. 
Great’confusion exists among officials on account 
of the authority over the bridge being divided 
into three jurisdictions, namely, the city police, 
the metropolitan, and the water police. Inabil- 
ity to fix the precise spot where the explosion 
occurred prevented either from assuming charge 
of the whole inquiry. If it should be proved 
that the explosion occurred in midair a still fur- 
ther complication will arise. 

Dustin, Dec. 15.—The Lrish Times, re- 
terring to the explosion in London, says it will 
greatly aggravate the public mind; that the 
dynamiters have struck a blow at the heart of 
commerce in London, and it will be strange in- 
deed if the wealth and ingenuity of the London 
merchants fail to lay bare the secrets of the 
dynamiters’ organization. The Dublin Fapress, 
inits editorial comments on the same subject,

BISMARCK AGAIN DEPHATED. 
THE REICHSTAG REFUSES TO GRANT HIM 
MORE HELP IN THE FOREIGN OFFICE. 

BERLIN, Dec. 15.—A motion was carried 
in the Reichstag to-day increasing the salaries 
of two officials in the Chancellery. A motion 
was also made to create a second Directorship in 
the Ministry for Foreign Affairs, which met with 
considerable opposition. In the course of the 
debate Prince Bismarck spoke, justifying its 
passage. He reminded the House that he wascom- 
pelled in 1877 to ask to be relieved of his functions 
because of overwork and ill-health. He had only 
been able to continue in office by the law pro- 
viding him with a substitute. If the House re- 
fused to grant the means with which to provide 
the substitute with suitable compensation he 
must decline to be responsible for the foreign 
policy. When he declared on his oath that the 
new post was necessary, the refusal of the House 
to establish it was a virtual declaration that he 
was either ignorant or incapable. ‘‘I have sac- 
rificed my health and my strength,” he said, “in 
the service of the Emperor and the Fatherland. 
Don’t refuse me what is necessary to the best 1n- 
terest of theservice.”’ Prince Bismarck, continu- 
ing, severely rebuked the House for wishing to 
prevent him from continuing his policy. Such 
action, he said,would render mobilization unnec- 
essary even atter the millions that had been 
spent thereon. He gave his official assurance 
that his present staff was inadequate. A refusal 
to comply with his request would only imbitter 
his life. Herr Vollman hinted that official oaths 
were worthless, as had already been proved in 
the law courts. This statement evoked a great 
uproar, and protests and calis for order were 
made. Bismarck protested against such treat- 
ment and claimed that he should be treated with 
the decency prevailing in educated society. The 
motion to create a second Directorship was then 
put to vote and lost by 141 to 119. 


THE CONGO CONFERENCE. 

BERLIN, Dec. 15.—The absorbing interest 
that has centred in the proceedings of the 
Reichstag to-day has prevented much prog- 
ress being made in the Congo Con- 
ference. Count von Hatzfeldt, the German 
delegate, was absent on account of 
illness, and it is uncertain whether either the 
conference or the committee will meet 
on Tuesday. The question of territorial 
neutrality in the Congo and Niger coun- 
tries remains undecided, although late- 
ly it has been more favorably received. 
The proposed scheme for a railway trom Vivi to 
Stanley Pool is now regarded as shelved. Sir 
Edward Malet finds that it will be impossible for 
him to resubmit his proposal to restrict the im- 
portation of spirits into the Congo country, and 
will rest content in mereiy recording a proposal 
for a protocol.

Rome, Dec. 15.—Quarantine will be abol- 
ished at all the Italian ports next Saturday. 

ViEnnA, Dec. 15.—The Unterhaus to-day 
voted to maintain the suspension of trial by jury 
at Vienna and Kornuburg,and to continue the 
military tribunals at Cattaro. ° 

Distressing accounts continue to arrive of 
the explosion in the colliery at Anuna. 
The miners from other’ collieries, wish- 
ing to descend to attempt a_ rescue, 
were forcibly prevented from doing so 
by their wives and children, while the relatives 
of the victims in the burning mine were kneel- 
ing and imploring the would-be rescuers to de- 
scend. The Staatsbahn Company will provide 
pensions for the families of the victims, as it has 
a relief fund of 2,000,000 florins. -The cause of 
the explosion is believed to have been the use of 
the ordinary lamp by the miners instead of the 
Sir Humphry Davy lamp. 


Lonpon, Dec. 15.—The Grand Jury has 
ignored a bill against the Dean of Hereford, who 
was arrested some days ago on acharge of vio- 
lating public decency in Hyde Park. 

The steamship Carranza, from Rotterdam for 
Lisbon, has foundered off the Isle of Wight. 
Eleven persons were drowned, and 18 were saved. 


Lisson, Dec.15.—The Cortes was formerly 
opened to-day by the reading of the royal! 
speech, which referred principally to the African 
colonies of Portugal and to the Congo Confer- 
ence now in session at Berlin. 


Berwin, Dec. 15.—The ‘* White Book,”’ 
just issued, contains a dispatch from the Ger- 
man Consul at Canton referring to the impend- 
ing railway activity in China, which, the Consul 
says, will promote trade and benefit subsidized 
steamship service.

550,000f.

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A POWDER FACTORY BLOWN UP. 


DESTRUCTION OF THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
VONLENGERKE & DETMOLD, 

A loud explosion like the report of a 
heavy gun was distinctly heard by many persons 
in the lower part of the city about 11:30 o’clock 
last night. The noise sounded loudest to those 
who happened to bein the vicinity of the Battery 
or along the North River front. Men employed 
in the ferry houses on this side of the river were 
positive than an explosion had occurred 
in Jersey City, Communipaw, or Hoboken. 
They were greatly puzzed, however, when 


the midnight boat from Jersey City brought 
over two or three newspaper men from that 
erg who were under the impression that there 
nad been a terrific explosion in New-York. 

The Pure authorities of Jersey City tele- 

honed in every possible direction, but could 
earn nothing of any explosion. Word was 
sent to the police headquarters in that 
eity from Communipaw and Hoboken that 
there had been no explosion in either of those 

laces. The telegraph operator at the Ship News 

fiice on the Battery said that he heard the report 
very distinctly, and 1t sounded as though it came 
from out in the bay or from the Jersey shore. 
He called up the operator at Quarantine and 
was informed that the explosion fairly shook 
that place. Operator Munson, at the Desbrosses- 
street ferry station, said that he heard the noise 
and thought it was the report of a cannon. 
He was quite positive that it came from the 
Jersey shore. Several men who were stationed 
on the wharves along the North River heard 
the noise, but were unable to discern its nature 
or its cause. 

It was not untilnearly 2 o’clock this morning 
that it was learned that the noise was caused by 
the explosion of one of the several powder 
factories of Vonlengerke & Detmold, in the 
Seacaucus woods on the Hackensack meadows, 
about three miles from Union ill. 
The firm, whose city office is at No. 14 Murray- 
street, have a number of factories there, where 
they make wood powder. Owing to thedifficulty 
of reaching the place late at night, it was im- 
possible to learn positively the amount of dam- 
age or whether there was any loss of life. 
However, as no one is employed at the place at 
night except the watchman it is probable that 
no one was injured. 





MR. WARREN FOR ARTHUR. 


HE SAYS THE PRESIDENT WOULD ACCEPT IF 
ELECTED SENATO.R 

Rocuester, Dec. 15.—The Democrat and 
Chronicle will publish in the morning a special 
dispatch from Lockport which says: ‘The 
editor of a local paper called on 
James DPD. Warren, at the Buffalo Com- 
mercial office, last Saturday afternoon, and 
their conversation turned upon the Senatorial sit- 
uation. Mr. Warren was not at all close-mouthed, 
but freely expressed his opinions as to what, 
action should be taken by the New-York 


Legislature. He stated that no one need have 
any doubt as to his positionin the matter. Said 
he: “I am for President Arther tor United 
States Senator. I don’t say that he is a 
candidate. Heisnot,in the strict sense of the 
word, but his friends think he ought to be, 
and that is largely controlling with him. The 
present problem is not who is the_ best 
man entirely. but with what man as United 
States Senator do the Republicans of New- 
York stand the best chance of electing 
their full State ticket next year? He 
thought that President Arthur was the only 
man who would thus command the field. Ar- 
thur, he said, had done all that could pe reason- 
ably asked of him in support of the Repub- 
lican national ticket this Fall. The stalwarts, if 
I must speak thus to make my meaning clear, 
heartily supported the national ticket, and now 
it is only fair to reciprocate. The President will 
notseek the office. In fact his private interests are 
acainst it, but if party interests demani thissac- 
rifice and the position is offered him he will not 
decline. His friends are now simply awaiting the 
expression of public sentiment. The other can- 
didates, while good men, are not so well suited 
to the place as President Arthur.” 

The question, ** But suppose that the Leyisla- 
ture refuses to nominate him ?’’ was answered, 
“Well, then, in my estimation they will 
make a vital mistake. But you know I 
always support the_ ticket.” Mr. Warren 
turther said that he believed the President 
would fill all the Federal offices whose commis- 
sions expired before March 4. Whéh asked if he 
himself was a candidate for the Senatorship, he 
said: ‘*I never told any one that I was. lam 
for President Arthur.”

A MOB GETS A WARM RECEPTION. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 15.—At a late hour 
Saturday night 20 horsemen rode into the yard 
of P. J. Slocum, a school teacher, at the village of 
Horse Cave, Ky. A fusilade of shots quickly fol- 
lowed the entry of the horsemen, and one of them, 


Wagne Crain, fell dead in the school yard witha 
bullet through his heart. Another, John 
Long: dropped to the ground with a 
shattered lez, and several others are sup- 
posed to have been wounded, and three 
or four of the horses were shot. it is said that 
the schoolmaster used a repeating rifle, and shot 
from a safe place inside the house. Slocum, 
it is alleged, recently incurred the _ ill-will 
of many members of the community and 
Was advised through the medium of sev- 
eral anonymous letters. to leave the county or 
suffer the consequences. There were four or five 
men in the house with Slocum, but he says no 
one fired but himself. Slocum and his party are 
being tried at Munfordville to-day for killing 
Crain. Long, the man who was shotin the leg, 
claims that the party of horsemen did not 
constitute a mob and were ridivg peace- 
ably along the road when fired upon. 
Slocum declares, however, that over 20 
horsemen rode into his yard and pave 
orders to surround the house, when he opened 
fire and continued to pull the trigger until the 
crowd dispersed. Crain, who was killed, and 
Long,who was wounded, both resided 4 or 5 miles 
from the village. Slocum knew neither of the 
two and neither was acquainted with him. It is 
therefore strange that they should have be- 
longed to a mob to doinjury to the schoolmas- 
ter.

THE NEW-ORLEANS EXPOSITION. 


ACTIVE PREPARATIONS FOR ITS OPENING 
TO-DAY. 

New-Ortzans, Dec. 15.—Day and night 
hammers are ringing in the various buildings at 
Exposition Park. Carpenters, painters, and deco- 
rators are at work--an army of artisans at least 
2,000 strong. To-day a body of police, organized 
by the Farrell Detective Agency, 300 strong, 
marched up to the grounds, and were placed on 
duty to protect property and maintain order. 
They will be under the immediate command 
of David Hennessy, a bright young detective 
officer. The police are neatly uniformed and are 
a fine-looking and intelligent body of men, far 
superior to the regular city force. The press rep- 
resentatives organized a society to-day, choosing 
Col. J. Thomas Scharf, of the Baltimore Sun, as 
President; W. H.H. Judson, of the Hzposition 
Bulletin, Vice-President; J. H. Pierce, of the Chi- 
cago Journal of Commerce, Secretary, and L. 
P. Myers, of the Galveston News, Treasurer. 
The Continental Guards have offered themselves, 
although not in the State militia, for duty 
as escort to the Governor to-morrow, The 
French man-of-war Bouvet is the only war 
vessel in the port and will do her part in 
the opening ceremonies. The city is 
very generously decorated in honor of 
the great occasion; in fact, so many 
flags and so much bunting were never displayed 
here on any former Occasion. Most of the busi- 
ness houses will be closed to-morrow to 
allow a holiday to their employes. There is 
a great lack of transportation facilities between 
the city and the grounds. While all the 
street cars in the city will be pressed into serv- 
ice they will not furnish one-tenth of the ac- 
commodation required; but several steamboats 
will make hourly trips between the head of Canal 
street and the Exposition Park, and the immense 
crowds may thus be reasonably accommodated. 
There is, however, a threat of a strike on the 
part of the car drivers on the Van Benthuysen 
ines, the drivers alleging that the President 
of the companies has not kept the pledges made 
by him at the time the drivers returned 
to work after the strike of 40 days 
ago. The drivers were in session at mid- 
night discussing the situation. Some comment 
was caused to-day by the fact that the pub- 
lished programme of the parade andorder of 
exercises, while providing for everybody else, 
even Indians not taxed, assigns no place 
for the _ civilian representatives of the 
Federal Government. There is considerable 
feeling over the matter, and it is expected the 
Federal officials will be conspicuously absent 
from the scene. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The ceremonies 
attending the opening of the Industrial and Cot- 
ton Centennial Exposition by President Arthur 
will take place in the east room of the White 
House at noon to-morrow. The Secretary 
of State to-day issued invitations to be 
present to the members of the Diplomatic 
Corps, members of the Cabinet, the President of 
the Senate, the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and the Chief-Justice of the Supreme 
Court and the ladies of their families. It is ex- 
pected that the President will also invite a few 
of his personal friends to be present. 


Lonpbon, Dec. 15.—The Times this morn- 
ing devotes a leader to the WNew-Orleans 
Exposition. It says: ‘The exhibition sym- 
bolizes that the complete reconciliation 
between the North and the South is 
a fact. It is an event in the 
history of the South deserving of the heartiest 
congratulations and bright with hopeful augu- 
ries.”’ The article concludes with wishing the 
exhibition every success. 


THE BOSTON MUGWUMPS. 


THEY RESOLVE ON PERMANENT ORGANIZA- 
TION AND TO CONTINUE THEIR WORK, 

Boston, Dec. 15.—The Committee of One 
Hundred, representing the independents and the 
anti-Blaine Republicans in the iast campaign, 
met to-day and adopted a report, the Executive 
Committee recommending that the organiza- 
tion be made permanent. The report reviewed 
the campaign, stated the position of the inde- 
pendents and bolters in it, and explained 
why it is deemed best for them to con- 
tinue to stand together. Tt says: 
“While the nomination of Blaine was the 
immediate cause of the revolt, the character and 
purpose of the independent movement are little 
understood by those who see in it only a 
protest against him. It was what Blaine repre- 
sented, not less than the man himself, which the 
movement refused to indorse. The political 
ideas and methods which Blaine represents, 
and which prevailed in his nomination, 
had been more fiercely opposed by Re- 
publicans before the Chicago Convention 
han by their political opponents. During 
he recent campaign, however, they have been 
supported and indorsed by the whole Re- 
|e ge Party, whose conventions in their reso- 
utions, and whose leaders in their public speeches 
have united in adopting the standard of their 
candidate in praising his record, in using his 
campaign methods, in accepting him as their 
true representative.” ‘The report cites at length 
what are considered the discreditable methods 
of the campaign, and adds: “It is clear 
that the work for which this organization was 
formed is not done, and thet, though Blaine is 
defeated, Biaineism remains and dominates the 
Republican Party. The independents, therefore, 
cannot return to it, and they are not ready to 
unite with the Democratic Party. They are, 
then, driven to act independently and to make 
their action effective, they retain their organiza- 
tion.” The report recites the important questions 
before the country and shows how little Congress 
has done for their settlement. An independent 
organization, the report says, can stimulate 
action on these questions, and the methods of 
making its influence felt will from time to time 
suggest themselves.

The Summer residence of Prof. De 
Ralph, of New-York, at Brink Pond, a famous 
resort in Pike County, Penn., six miles from 
Milford, was totally destroyed by fire about noon 
on Saturday. The origin of the fire is unknown. 
Loss about $8,600; partly insured.

A SEVERE STORM AT BUFFALO. 

Borrato, N. Y., Dec. 15.—This city was 
visited this morning by one of the most severe 
storms of wind and rain that has ever been 
known in this section, the wind at times attain- 
ing a velocity of 64 miles an hour. Along 
the lower part of the city cellars were flooded, 
and on the = section 
the islands considerable damage was done. 
A large number of small houses, oc- 
cupied principally by fishermen, were blown 
down, and huge lumber piles were scattered for 
hundreds of feet, causing considerable damage. 
A large portion of the sea wall has been dam- 
aged. An outlay of $20,000 will be necessary to 
putit in repair. A section of the roof of one of 
the schoolhouses was blown off, but beyond the 
cases noted no serious damage was done. 








MURDER AND ARSON, 

PirrsBunG, Penn., Dec. 15.—A dispatch 
from Newark, Ohio, says the origin of the fire at 
Johnstown on Saturday, by which seven build- 
ings were destroyed and William Tront, a saloon 
keeper, was burned to death, is believed to have 
been incendiary. The theory prevails that 
Tront, who was known to have in his possession 
between $4,000 and $5,000, was robbed and prob- 
ably murdered while intoxicated, when he was 
locked in his saloon and the building fired for 
the purpose of covering up the crime. Steps 
will be taken immediately to have the mystery 
cleared up.

EVILS OF MODERN ATHLETICS. 
—_——_»-—___ 
HOW PROFESSIONALISM IS BREAKING: DOWN 
HONEST SPORT. 

Boston, Deo. 15.—Dr. Dudley A. Sargeant, 
Director of the Harvard College Gymnasium, 
delivered a lecture in this city to-night on the 
“Evils of Modern Athletics,” which proved to 
be a discussion of ** Professionalism in Modern 
Athletics.” After speaking briefly on the 
value and necessity of athletic exercises, he 
said, ‘* Professionalism marks the beginning 
of the decadence of athletics. In En- 
gland boxing and rowing are not what 
they have. been, while cricket is begin- 
ning to lose its hold. Here in the 
United Statesfancy gymnastics are things of 
the past, and boxing, rowing, and baseball have 
passed their zenith and are on the de- 
cline. The national tendency of all 
sports is toward professionalism, and we 


must regard it as the evil of all evils. A pro- 
fessional athlete in success is praised and paraded 
before the world until he overestimates his ability, 
becomes vainglorious and haughty. §In the hour 
of defeat he misses the praise to which he has 
become accustomed, and finds that he was 
lauded _ only as an athlete, not as a 
man. He must then win at any cost, 
and here we have the origin of 
trickery, jockeying, and crooked scheming of 
every description. ‘Fair play and no favor,’ or 
‘let the best man win,’ are no longer rec- 
ognized in sports. The contestants are in the 
hands of trainers, who, in turn, are controlled by 
the gambiers. A contestant loses, to win from a 
pecuniary standpoint. Betting is ruinous to 
athletes. It biases the judges; it injures the 
contestants and excites the people. Men bet 
to win. They must get ‘tips’ as they are 
called, and the pool rooms are run with this in 
view, the telegraph playing an important part 
inthe game. Excitement is one of the tenden- 
cies of athletics, and managers cater to the taste 
of their patrons. With this in view they fix up 
thecontests. No better example is wanted than 
the hippodrome sparring and wrestling. We 
are told we shall have few real fights so long as 
sham ones are sO numerous, but in lending an 
air of respect to*siugging matches’ with soft 
gloves we are educating the tastes of the — 
to fights with hard gloves, and later with bare 
knuckles. 

One of the greatest aids to professionalism and 
the worst feature in this perplexing question 
is the space given to sports by the pub- 
lic press. The newspapers are  defend- 
e by some on the ground that’ they 
are controlled by corporations, and the publist- 
ing of sporting news is a matter of dollars 
and cents. What a tremendous amount 
of harm a newspaper can cause when 
it devotes three columns to a= fistic 
encounter, and describes minutely every mo- 
tion made in a_ sensational way. While 
but hundreds attend the encounter and 
suffer by its influence, thousands reach it 
through the newspapers. So far have the 
— carried this custom that cach one now 
das its sporting column or department, with 
its sporting editor. They are not competent 
and do not attempt to deal with athletics 
as sporting papers do, and are thus, 
in many cases, inaccurate and _  unrelia- 
ble. They thus have come out in favor 
of keeping up and aiding what only tends to 
bring about crooked dealings in the sporting 
world, while the regular sporting papers join 
with the religious press against the in- 
fluences which are ruining athletics. A great 
responsibility rests with the press, and it 
depends largely upon the newspaners whether 
or not we are to see athletics eventually ruined. 
Next to the power of the press is that of in- 
fluential and prominent men.  Particular- 
ly is this the case with men of au- 
thority in our colleges. When the Presi- 
dent, with Faculty and students, urges on the 
athletic organizations of their college almost 
with the motto: ‘Win, win, win, honestly if you 
can, but win any way,’ it is time for President 
Eliot to say: ‘College athletics have gone too 
far, and we must stop them.’ One of 
the most perplexing points in the question of 
reform is the position taken by our young men, 
and particularly by the college students. 
Healtby rivalry is good, but the danger of col- 
lege athletics begins with intercollegiate sports, 
and just here commences the professionalism, 
which comes so slowly at first that students and 
Faculty do not recognize it.” 





SUING MR. BOUCICAULT. 

BuFrrayo, N. Y., Dec. 15.—Litigation has 
just been instituted by Joseph Haworth against 
Dion Boucicault. Mr. Haworth has been for 
the past two years leading support to John 
McCullough, and continued as such _ until 
the tragedian’s retirement from the stage. 
Haworth claims that shortly after Mc- 


Cullough’s retirement he (Haworth) was 
engaged by Boucicault to appear at St. Louis on 
Oct. 26 in the title rdle of his new play, ** Robert 
Emmet;” that if the play proved a success he 
was to continue in’ the rdle until Bos- 
ton, New-York, and Philadelphia had 
been visited; that Boucicault afterward de- 
cided not to play in St. Louis. but to 
openin Chicago on the Wednesday of the fol- 
lowing week, Nov. 5,and that he went to Chi- 
cago and played Robert Emmet four nights, 
beginning Nov. 5. The play was a failure, 
and Boucicault decided to drop it. He there- 
upon engaged Haworth to play Captain 
Molineux in “The Shaughran” up to and 
including Dec. 13. Haworth continued to play 
in ** The Shaughraun” until a week ago Monday, 
when the troup arrived here. On Monday even- 
ing Haworth went to the Academy of 
Music as usual, dressed for his part, and 
was ready to act, when Mr. Reynolds, Bouci- 
cault’s representative, informed him that his 
services were not wanted that evening. No ex- 
planation was offered. By the advice of his 
counsel Haworth continued to report for duty 
at all of the performances during the 
week, including the engagements at Syra- 
cuse and Rochester. He was each time 
prevented from appearing by Boucicault. 
On Saturday evening, accordingly, Haworth, 
through his attorney, Simon Fleischmann, of 
this city, had a summons and complaint served 
on Boucicault at Rochester. The case is set 
down for hearing next Friday in Rochester. 


THE FISHERY TREATY. 
PORTLAND, Me., Dec. 15.—At a meeting 


_ of the Portland Fish Exchange this afternoon a 


letter was read from Congressman Thomas is. 
Reed, in which he said: 


“ Your favor relating to the abrogation of the fishery 
clauses of the treaty of Washington reached me last 
night. This morning I culled upon the Secretary of 
State, and found the condition of atfairs to be 
as follows: We have already given notice of the 
desire of the United states to terminate those 
clauses. At the expiration of three vears those clauses 
will be terminated without any cther action on the 
part of any one. Fish will then be subject to tariff just 
as if the Washington treaty hed not existed. No more 
legislation will be needed. 1 can udd also that the Ad- 
ministration have no intention of doing anything to 
prevent the termination of the present unjust condition 
of affairs. “he fact that Cannda, on one hand, 
is by large meetings urging a renewal of the treaty, 
and that our people, onthe other hand, with at Jeust 
equal earnestness are protesting aguinst such action, 
is an interesting commentary upon the decision that 
we owed $5,500,000 for privileges we don’t want and 
they do. I don’t anticipate any pressure to renew 
those tishery clauses from any quarter. hus far, ut 
least, public opinion has been in this country all one 
wuy.’

TAXES OF JERSEY ROADS. 
| MANY PROTESTS AGAINST THE DECISIONS 
OF THE COMMISSIONERS, 
TRENTON, Dec. 15.—The State Board. of 
Assessors met to-day to receive protests from 
their assessment of railroad values throughout 
the State, and they were overwhelmed by the 
multitude of them. The protests were mainly 
against the valuations of the franchises of the 
several corporations, but the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western, through ex-Goy. Bedle, 
counsel of the company, danced to the front 
with their usual claim of exemption from taxa- 


tion, under the irrepealable charter given the 
road by the State. Ex-Gov. Bedle afterward de- 
manded to be informed of the methods pursued 
by the board to reach the values of the fran- 
chises, and became quite excited when Judge 
Allan L. McDermott, one of the Commissioners, 
refused to tell him. 

Attorney-General Stockton and Barker Gum- 
mere, who appeared as counsel for the Commis- 
sioners, argued that it was only necessary for 
the Commissioners to make the results known. 
Their methods of reaching results were nobody’s 
business but their own. Courtlandt Parker, who 
represented the Erie, also made objection to the 
size of the franchise tax on the ground that it 
was excessive. Other roads represented wera 
the Philadelphia and Reading by ex-Chancellor 
Williamson and B. W. Forrest, Judge Hopper 
for the Paterson and Ramapo Line, and James 
B. Vredenburgh for the Jersey City and Bergen 
and West Shore system. Ex-Gov. Bedle ar- 
ranged to have his argument heard on the 26th 
inst., and ex-Chancellor Williamson’s will be 
heard on the 29th inst. Meanwhile the board 
will take testimony op the question of values. 


TRANSCONTINENTAL RATES. 
CuHIcAGo, Dec. 15.—The committee of 
members ‘of the Transcontinental Association, 
which has been in session in New-York for some 
days, arrived here yesterday and reported at a 
meeting of the association at the Grand Paciflo 
Hotel this afternoon. The main subject under 


consideration is the adoption of a new tariff from 
seaboard to ‘seaboard, to take effect Jan. 1, 
1835. No conclusion was arrived at aft- 
er a long session this afternoon, and 
there is every indication of a split in 
the association. The New-York trunk lines re- 
fuse to accept the rates made here last week, 
unless the Transcontinental Association agrees 
on all business out of New-York by all rail or by 
rail and lake, by the Sunset route via Galveston 
and the Southern Pacific. This the Central 
Pacific refuses to do and a split seems inevitable. 
The meeting will probably continue throughout 
the week. About the only matter of import- 
ance outside of the consideration of rates is the 
appointment of a Commissioner to succeed Mr. 
Ristine, whose term expires with the present 
year.

TOO GREAT CARE FOR HIS RELATIVES.

board and not for the public. You can’t get the 
estimates from this office, nor from any member 
of the commission. That is a private matter, 
Sir, and the public is not interested in it in any 
way.” 

“Well,” said the reporter, *“*I won’t insist, of 
course. But what is that table hanging on the 
desk ?”” 

* That ?”? said Mr. McCulloch. ** Why, that is the 
amount of security required from the con- 
tractors—it’s 10 per cent. of the estimated price.” 

“The engineer’s estimate?” 

“T didn’t say so, didI? Those are simply the 
figures madeon an estimate for that purpose—

And they were nearly the same. One of the 
Commissioners said Jast night: “Iam not at 
liberty to go into detail, but the awards were 
away below the estimates. The estimates on the 
contracts awarded were $14,400,000 in round num- 
bers. The awards amounted to only $11,890,342. 
{ think atleast one of the contractors will lose 
money. Still, you can’ttell. Our engineer fig- 
ured on the basis that the entire work would be 
rock tunneling. [It may turn outearth. There 
the contractors save.” 

“ You don’t understand what the aqueduct is 
to be?” said another member of the board. 
* Well, I don’t believe anybody does. The plan 
is to tap the Croton River with a conduit that 
can carry over 300,000,000 gatlons a day. The pres- 
ent conduit now delivers near!y or quite 100,000,000 
gallons daily, but itisina very dangerous con- 
dition, andis carrying at Jeast one-third more 
water than was ever intended. It is old, broken, 
andat anytime is liable to give way. If it 
should, in one week New-York City would he no 
city at all. To obviate this danger the new 
aqueduct isto be built. The new conduit will 
strike the Croton Dam at the same point as the 
old one. Then begins. the tunnel—a tunnel 
through the rock to Harlem River. It will be at 
an average of 220 feet below the ground sur- 
face and in places 400 and 500 feet below. Itonly 
comes to the surface at Sawmill River and Tib- 
bitts Brook. The line was changed to these 
points for the purpose of arranging blow-offs 
when repairs are necessary. 

* Now,” continued the Commissioner, ‘ the 
sectional area of the conduit is equal to the 
area of a 14-foot circle where it is lined with 
masonry. It is a 16-foot tunnel where not 
lined. To the city limits the grade is nine inches 
tothe mile. There is given an extra 10-foot fall 
toCentral Park. The conduit is depressed in 

laces to avoid breaking up villa sites, on the 
fordham Heights especiaily. Now, the conduit 
isto go under the Harlem, but the plans for 
that have not been drawn.” 

** At what depth 7?” 

** Well, at a depth where solid rock is struck. 
It may be 250 feet.” 

*“ Why not over the Hariem at the level as fol- 
lowed above ?”’ 

** Well, one reason is that it.will avoid the pos- 
sibility of outrages such as that just reported on 
London Bridge. This aqueduct, remember, is 
entirely under ground. Shafts 8 by %% feet are 
pot down at distances of 144 milesapart. The 

eadings are worked from these, and the longest 
one on the whole line isabout 4,000 feet. The 
board was obliged to exercise discretion in 
awarding contracts. Lowest bidders are some- 
times not responsible. And, did you ever no- 
tice, no matter how good a contractor’s bonds- 
men may be. they never suffer? There is always 
some ioophole whereby a contractor escapes. 
The city is compelled to advertise for new 
bids, and is just so much the loser. Most con- 
tractors do not realize the importance of time. 
Now, in this instance, neither firm has put in 
bonds. If there should be another letting (not 
at all improbable, I assure you,) it would.be oniy 
carrying out the spirit of the law that the board 
should select, not the next lowest bidders, but 
those just below the estimates of the engineer. 

* Politically, let me say, it would be a danger- 
ous thing to award the contract for the entire 
aqueduct to one firm. Contractors with a job of 
$15,000,009 would control not only the commis- 
sion, but the Legislature. They could do ex- 
actly as they pleased. It was very wise to divide 
the contract, and the loss is nothing as to what 
wouilc have been the loss had one firm secured 
the whole. 

** Now, let me explain something of importance. 
The contracts are awarded for Sections A, B, 
and 9to 2, inclusive. Now,again. The only ad- 
vantage of this aqueduct is to change the means 
of transportation. No more water will be se- 
cured—not a drop—until a new dam is built. 
The new conduit can’t run to its full capacity 
until then. Still,the old one is very unsafe; 
the new one will be perfectly safe. Unless a 
new dam is built New-York will have no more 
water, after all the outlay, than it hasnow. The 
new conduit will be free from the dangers of 
surface embankments. The Croton varies in its 
discharge from 10,000,000 gallons to 8,000,000,000 
gallonsaday. There must be a great dam built, 
you see, to give a reserve supply in the dry 
months.” 

“Tt looks as though the dam might be the big- 
gest part of the contract after all?” 

“Yes, that and the section under and below 
the Harlem River. Ifany job comes in that is 
where it will be. The contracts for that work 
will be advertised forin time, I suppose. You 
can put this down, tor people don’t know it. The 
contracts as let provide fora tunnel longer than 
the combined length of the three greatest tun- 
nels in Europe—the St. Gothard, Alberg, and 
Mount Cenis. Still, until a dam is built New- 
York will get no more water than it does now.” 

The Civil Service Commission of the city of 
New-York will examine and recommend all ap- 
pointees under the Aqueduct Commission who 
do field work, from engineers down to chain- 
men. Under the law the Board of Exam- 
iners consists of three engineers of the 
aqueduct— Messrs. Benjamin 8S. Clark, chief en- 
gineer, A. Fteley, executive engineer, and Jo- 
seph P. Davis, consulting engineer—and two en- 
gineers not connected with the aqueduct to be 
appointed by the Mayor. Although Mayor Ea- 
son has not made public his appointments, the 
Commissioners have been informed that they 
are John Bogart and Edward B. Van Winkle, 
both of this city. The first examination will be 
hela on Thursday. 





CHINESE IN CALVARY CHAPEL. 

Nearly 200 Chinamen noiselessly entered 
Calvary Chapel last night and held the first pub- 
lic service given by the recently formed schools 
to which they belonged. Along and interesting 
programme, comprising various hymns in the 
Chinese and English languages, were listened to, 
and several of the pupils read aloud in English, 


showing careful] training. ‘I think you will 
agree with me,” said Assistant Bishop Henry C. 
Potter, ‘“‘that if we clergymen always read 
the services as distinctly as our Chinese 
brethren you would understand us a 
great deal more easily. The wonderful 
old race represented here to-night appear 
in their own costumes. I for one am giad of 
this. They are not ashamed of their colors, 
though it costs something to wear them in New- 
York. They are here to remind us that long be- 
fore America was thought of they hada liter- 
ature of their own, of which we can only speak 
to-day in terms of the most profound respect. 
Their social order is to-day above all others. In 
England there is an aristocracy of blood; in 
other European lands something of the same 
kind, while in America—well, there is an aris- 
tocracy of money. There is only one land 
in the world where the best man socially is 
the man who has diligently cultivated his 
intellectual powers. That land is China. A 
Chinese mandarin isa mandarin because he has 
positive gifts which have been diligently cuiti- 
vated. They teach usa greatiesson. I ask you 
to check and scorn, wherever you see it, disre- 
spect for this most honorabie race who have 
come among us, and whom the boasted instincts 
of hospitality ought to inspire us, as civilized 
men, to treat a greatjdeal better than most of our 
countrymen are in the babit of treating them.” 
Jin Fuey Moy translated the Bishop’s remarks 
to hiscountrymen. The Rev. Alexander Mackay 
Smith, the Rey. Dr. Henry Y. Satterlee, and the 
Rev. Floyd W. Tompkins were also present. 





A LARGE CUT IN COAL PRICES. 

The threatened fight of the coal-produc- 
ting companies among themselves received a 
fresh impulse yesterday. A gentleman largely 
interested in the coal trade said last evening that 
all hopes of a restoration of the coal combination 
was dispelled by the action of the Lehigh Valley 
Company in making large time contracts yester- 
day for coal at from 75 to 80 centsaton under 
the ruling prices of last year. This, he added, 
was a direct cut of from 45 to 50 cents per ion 
below the average price which coal had com- 
manded so far this year. As the total production 
of anthracite was about 30,000,000 tons a year, 
this cut of 80 cents a ton was equivalent to a 
loss of $24,000,000 per year to the coal companies, 
or more than the dividends they paid on their 
capital stocks. For several days past the retail 
dealers had reported that the corapanies were 
giving slight concessions on previously ruling 
rices, but it was not until yesterday atternoon 
hat any decisive cut was made. As the Lehigh

SLAVES AS MUCH AS COOLIES. 


AN ITALIAN WHO SWINDLED MANY OF HIS 
FELLOW-COUNTRYMEN, 
Giuseppe Marone, a liquor dealer, of No. 
62 Mulberry-street, who furnishes railroad con- 
tractors with Italian laborers, and his brother 


Michaele, who keeps a saloon at No. 66 Mulberry- 
street, were arrested last night by Detective- 
Sergeant Owen Haley and Detective Benjamin 
F. Tessaro, on a warrant granted by Justice 
O’Reilly. The charge is fclonious assauitand was 
preferred by Antonio Castellano at the instance 
of the acting Italian Consul, Count Thaon di 


Revel. The prisoner Giuseppe has evaded the 
padrone law and the Italian laws in regard to 
emigration for some time, and has brought to 
this country hundreds ot Italians, who have 
been treated as badly as coolies ever were. 

Castellano, his brothers, Angelo and Pietro, 
and their cousin, Vincenzo Esposito, were per- 
suaded to leave their italian home by promise of 
work at high wages in this couniry and passage 
tickets, sent by Francisco Campitiello, an agent 

y ’ ’ ‘ y ay Hi 
of Marone, who lives in New-Jersey. On their 
arrival here, they found themselves slaves. <Al- 
though the cost of getting them here was only 
about $23 each, they were forced to sign ac- 
knowledgments of debt to three times this sum, 
and were sent toa shanty at Hoboken, near the 
terminus ot the West Shore Railroad, and put to 
work whenever Marone or his allies had a con- 
tract tosupply labor. They were boarded by 
the padrone in the shanty and he charged them 
around sum for this and drew their pay. They 
received now and then a few cents from him to 
spend. 7 

On Nov. 25 the three brothers and their cousin 
were summoned to New-York by Marone, and 
were asked if they would like a profitabie job in 
South Carolina. They agreed to go, and then 
Marone pretended to make up theiraccount. It 
showed an indebtedness to him by each man of 
$69. The debtors wrangied about the amount 
and Marone ordered the bartender to close the 
door. He then brandished a pistol and a dagger, 
and demanded that they should sign an ac- 
knowledgment of their debts to him. His broth- 
er Michaeie hastened their decision by produc- 
ing two poniards and uttering some terrible 
threats. They were compelled to sign the ac- 
knowledgments, and when they went away they 
called at the italian Consulate and reported 
what had occurred. Giuseppe Marone is said to 
be very rich, and to at times have as many as 
&00 poor wretches under his control. The pris- 
oners will be taken to the Jefferson Market Po- 
lice Court to-day. 





CAPT. BEDFORD PIM’S SCHEMES. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—Capt. Bedford Pim, 
of the royal navy, and lately a member of Par- 
liament for Gravesend, is at the Leland Hotel, 
having returned from looking over the cattle 
ranches of the West. He has on foota plan for 
building a railroad from Cheyenne to Hudson’s 
Bay, for the transportation of cattle to England, 
instead of bringing them to Chicago and thence 
shipping them East. The road will cost 
about $10,000,000, and he wants the United 
States to subscribe 144 per cent. of that 
amount and England i% per cent., and 
the remainder be claims to be able to raise on 
the London Stock Exchange in a few days. Be- 
sides this, the ex-member of Parliamert bas been 
in communication with Secretary Frelinghuysen 
and other heads of departments at Washington 
concerning the Nicaragua Canal. Mr. Pim ar- 
rived in this country last Summer, and since then 
he has visited Nicaragua, seen for himself 
the proposed route ot the canal, and given 
those at Washington much valuable informa- 
tion. Afterward he went West, and this 
afternoon left for Toronto to lay his plans be- 
tore Sir John A. Macdonald. Toa reporter Capt. 
Pim said: ** The plan to construct a railway, say 
from Cheyenne to Hudson’s Bay, has been in- 
dorsed by many cattlemen I met, The Denver 
and Rio Grande Railroad runs to Cheyenne, and, 
if you like, cattle can be brought fromas far 
South as Texas. Then from Cheyenne I pro- 
pose to construct a road tnrough Manitoba to 
Hudson’s Bay. There is a saving of at 
once 1,000 miles, while you save by shipping 
from Hudson’s Bay to England 500 miles, making 
in all 1.500 miles.”” Speaking turther of the Nica- 
ragua Canal plan, andin answer to an inguiry 
as to how joint action of the English and Ameri- 
can Governments could be brought about, Capt. 
vim said: ** The President should appoint a pre- 
liminary commission,and for that purpose I 
shall wait on President-elect Cleveland at Al- 
bany on my way down from Toronto. The £n- 
glish and American Governments both so far 
look upon the plan with favor, and I have no 
doubt that it can be consummated. The only 
question is that of a division of the proceeds of 
the canal, but I have no doubt that also can be 
amicably arranged.” 





METHODISTS IN CONFERENCE. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 15.—The Method- 
ist Centenary Conference resumed its session at 
Mount Vernon Church this morning, Bishop 
Hood, of the African Methodist Episcopal Zion

NEWS FROM CUBA. 

Havana, Dec. 11.—The ‘authorities, hav- 
ing received advices by telegraph that a small 
sailing vessel bad left Jamaica for Cuba, ordered 
a number of Spanish cruisers to keep a sharp 
watch for ber along the Cuban coasts. On the 
Sd inst. the gunboat Caridad, commanded by 
Don Emiliano Enriques, with a crew of only six 
men. sighted a vessel answering to the descrip- 
tion of the suspicieus craft and called upon her 
to surrender, which she did after a quantity of 
arms and munitions had been thrown overboard.

had committed all the crimes, and that he must 
be familiar with the surroundings. ‘The officer, 
who is very popular in that section of Long Isl- 
and, was at a church festival a tew evenings ago, 
and meta young lady to whom young Mershon 
had been paying attention. He asked her where 
he was. **Oh, [haven’t seen him in a week. I 
don’t know what’s the matter with him,” re- 
plied the young lady. 

“T see he has made 
ventured the detective. ; 

* Yes, indeed, he gave me this jewelry for 
Thanksgiving, and he promised to give me 
more for Christmas.” 

The detective glanced at the jewels and at 
once recognized them as part of the plunder ob- 
tained by the robber. His suspicions were 
aroused, but he coulé hardly believe that young 
Mershon was the burglar, He knew that several 
cases of wine had been missing from the cellars 
of Messrs. Foord, Perry, and Coe, and he searched 
the Mershon premises to findthem. He found 
several bottles of the wine at one of the boy’s 
haunts. He kept his discoveries to himself, and 
on Saturday procured a warrant for the arrest 
of Mershon. On Sunday he visited his home at 
Sea Cliff, and was surprised to find that the boy 
had gone away,no one knew where.The detective 
then learned that two days after Thanksgiving 
young Mershon packed two Saratoga trunks 
full of “stuff” and left Sea Cliff. His intimate 
friends say that he had been talking for some 
time about going to New-Orleans.

Judge Barrett also 
expressed the opinion that the defendant was 
trifling with the court, but reserved his decision 
on Mr. Olney’s motion until Wednesday to allow 
Mr. Dos Passos an opportunity to appear. 

Robert McKay, indicted for collecting from 
citizens under false representations checks to 

ay their water rents, also failed to appear when 
his case was called for trial. Mr. Brooks sub- 
mitted the affidavit of a physician that McKay is 
dangerously sick with consumption, and District 
Attorney Ojney asked for an adjournment until 
Weinesday to give him time to investigate the 
case. The adjournment was granted. 

John B. Carroll, indicted for falsifying the 
records in the Bureau of Assessments, was also 
represented as sick when his case was called. 
His case was adjourned until next Monday. 

MRS. ELLEN PECK AMUSED. 

Mrs. Ellen Peck, the well-known confi- 
dence woman, was up for examination in the 
Tombs Police Court yesterday, on the charge of 
obtaining money under false pretenses. The 
complainant was Mrs. McConnell, of No. 140 
West Forty-ninth-street, and the testimony 
simply corroborated the story already published 
in Tur Times. Mrs. McConnell claims to have 
loaned Mrs. Peck $250 on her furniture, and that 
the ‘confidence Queen” had given the same se- 
curity to several other persons previous to this 
transaction. Detective Golden, of the Central 
Office, who has arrested Mrs. Peck on various oc- 
casions, was an attentive listener at the cross- 
examination. At times he would prompt the 
complainant, and be was once caught in the act 
by Mrs. Peck’s counsel. 

‘**Vou must etop that, Mr. Golden,” said the 
lawyer. ‘* You ought to be a good Samaritan 
and he!p the’prisoner.”’ 

‘Ves, I will help her,’ was the reply, ‘‘ belp to 
put her in State prison.” 

“The District Attorney has got something to 
say in the matter,” interpolated the lawyer. 
“This lady has never been convicted of even a 
misdemeanor, xnd it does not behoove you to 
talk in that manner.” 

During this conversation Mrs. Peck was'seen 
to smile, and when it was ended she leaned back 
in her chairand had a hearty Jaugh. Among 
the friends of the prisoner present was Mrs. Phil- 
lips, who some time ago shot her husband, ** Gus” 
Phillips, the actor, known as “ Oofty Gooft.”

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


THE ALLEGED FRAUDS IN THE 
FIRST CONTROLLER'S OFFICE. 
JUDGE LAWRENCE SHOWS THAT BARKER'S 

CHARGES ARE NOT WELL FOUNDED— 


THE LATTER’S MISTAKES, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—J. J. Barker, in 
his testimony before the subcommittce investi- 
gating the alleged irregularities in the First 
Controller’s office last Friday, said accounts 
were passed througa the Department of Justice 
proforma and not upon their merits, He also 
said he would produce a letter froma District 
Judge, which would show that emolument re- 
turns were not examined by the Judges. To-day 
the witness qualified his testimony, and said the 
accounts of Marshals, District Attorneys, and 
clerks were not examined carefully by the De- 


partment of Justice, but were sent to the Treas- 
ury Department to be examined on their merits, 


Relative to the letter from the District Judge, 
Mr. Barker said he did not mean a Judge, buta 
District Attorney. 

Judge Lawrence took the stand and read a 
statement in answer to the charges made by Mr. 
Barker, He said the accounts allowed in his 
office and cited by Mr. Barker to be illegal were 


allowed according to law. Relative to the resig- 
nation of Mr. Barker as cierkin the First Con- 
troller’s oifice, Judge Lawrence said the claim 
for $16,584 of the State of Florida against the 
United States was presented to the Acting Con- 
troiler for passuge during the absence of the First 
Controller in Ohio. The warrant was in an 
unknown handwriting; it was signed by the 
Acting Controller, but was detained in 
one division of the office. When Judge 
Lawrence returned he said it was discovered 
that the claim was fraudulent. He asked Mr. 
Barker what he knew about it, and he replied 
that he knew nothing. “A few days aiter,” 
Judge Lawrence continued, ' Mr. Barker came 
to my room and said he would afterward explain 
‘that matter.’ The next morning he resigned. 
He has neverjexplained.” Judge Lawrence, con- 
tinuing, said he had overruled decisions of for- 
mer Controllers relative to the payment of ac- 
counts. He nad also overruled a decision of the 
Attorney-General. Concluding his testimony, 
he said: ‘ {respectfwly submit that the action 
of the Chief of the Division of Judiciary Ac- 
counts, and of tho present clerks in his 
division, and of the First Controller, as 
to the accounts in question, is fully justified. If 
it should now or hereafter be ascertained that 
any or all of these officers were imposed on and 
deceived by false evidence in any case, or by one 
or more fraudulent claims, the discovery can 
furnish no ground for any general complaint 
that illegal or extravagant claims, which the 
Controller has any power to disallow or reduce, 
have been or are being allowed. It would be 
strange if there were not some successful frauds 
practiced. During the fiscal year ended June 30, 
isst, the vouchers which were examined in the 
Controller’s office reached the number of 3,535,- 
826. involving $2,248,053,3891.-. Of course it 18 
physically impossible that any Controller can 
personally examine these or any considerable 
number of them. The work is necessarily in- 
trusted to chiefs of divisions and clerks. 


RE eT 
GOVERNMENT SCIENTIFIC WORK. 
MAJOR POWELL CRITICISES THE REPORT 
OF THE ACADEMY OF SCIENCES, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Major Powell, 
Director of the Geological Survey, in his state- 
ment to the joint commission of Congress which 
is considering the organization of the scientific 
bureaus of the Government, while sympathiz- 
ing fully with the general tenor of the recom- 
mendations of the Academy of Sciences, object- 
ed to the constitution of the Board of Commis- 
sioners recommended. The objection to such a 


board was twofold. In the first {place, it would 
be composed of incongruous elements. A 
board composed of civil and military of- 
ficers would, it} was believed, be inharmo- 
nious, from the fact that Inilitary and _ civil 
methods of administration are entirely diverse 
and proceed upon diametrically opposed the- 
ories. The military officer plans and commands; 
the civil officer hears, weighs, and decides. In 
the second place, the board, as thus recom- 
mended, would be impracticable in its relations 
to the departments under which the several 
scientific bureaus are placed. Officers ;subor- 
dinate to the Secretary of War and officers sub- 
ordinate to other Secretaries, together with 
officers having no other connection with the 
Government out as members of this board, 
would have the practical control of the work so 
far as it could properly be controlled, and the 
Secretaries themselves would simply be chan- 
nels through which instructions to the bureau 
officers would be transmitted. This, it is feared, 
would be irksome to executive officers com- 
posing the Cabinet of the President. It is a 
matter of record that Prof. Newcomb, of the 
Navy Department, and Gen. Comstock, of the 
army, withdrew from the committee of the 
National Academy at the request of their su- 
perior officers, the Secretaries of those de- 
partments. Jt is presumable that this 
action was taken because’ the i 
Secretaries did not desire to 

their subordinates deliberate upon questions of 
policy affecting the conduct of the Secretaries 
themselves, and this was entirely natural and 
proper from a military point of view, where’su- 
perior officers plan and command, and inferior 
officers obey and execute. Major Powell begged 
permission to suggest a plan which would not 
involve the same difficulties, There was in the 
organization of the General Government an ex- 
isting body of officers competent to co-ordinate 
the scientific work, witb an organization pecul- 
iarly fitted to supervise the general plans and yet 
leave the officers of the several scientific methods 
as they are developed from time to time. He 
referred to the Regents of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. 'The Regents are the Chief-Justice, 
the Vice-President, three members of the Sen- 
ate and three members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and six citizens. This body of Re- 
rents appoint a Secretary of the Smithsonian 
nstitution, who is their executive officer, If 
such of the scientific bureaus as should properly 
have a civil organization were placed under the 
direction of the Regents of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution perhaps the best possible administra- 
tion of the scientific work of the Government 
would thereby be secured, and the learning and 
administrative ability of the present Secretary of 
that institution would furnish abundant assur- 
ance that the organization of these departments 
under a common head would at its inception be 
thorough and wise. Prof. Baird was one of the 
leading scholars of the world. He had conducted 
the operations of the institution as Assistant Sec- 
retary, and subsequently as Secretary, insuch a 
manner that the Government of the United 
States had intrusted to him much larger and 
wider duties in the administration of the Fish 
Commission and the National Museum. The 
Board of Regents would constitute an able 
and efficient supervisory body, and it might 
always be expected that the executive 
officer of that board would be a man 
thoroughly competent to execute such a trust. 
Two of the bureaus mentioned were now under 
the Smithgonian Institution, namely, the Fish 
Commission and the National Museum. The 
Geological Survey could be very properly added 
to the number. If the Signal Service was to 
have a military organization it would be unwise 
to associate it with bureaus with civil organiza- 
tions for reasons already stated. Should it be 
deemed wise to include itin the group of scien- 
tific institutions, it should then be reorganized 
on a Civil basis.

GEN. SWAIM’S DEFENSE. 
EFFORTS TO IMPEACH WITNESSES FOR THE 
PROSECUTION. 

' WasHineton, Dec. 15.—When the Swaim 
court-martial convened this morning the defense 
calied Francis Trowbridge, of New-York, who 
testified that he is a broker and a member of the 
New-York Stock Exchange, and that he was at 
one time associated in business with Mr. A. E. 
Bateman. He wasasked by Gen. Grosvenor to 
testify to his knowledge of the general reputa- 
tion of Mr. Bateman among business men in 
New-York. He replied that his knowledge of 
Mr, Bateman’s reputation was limited in extent, 
and upon this admission counsel for the prosecu- 
tion objected to any turther examlnation of the 
witness ou this point. The defenso strenuously 
comibated this objection, but it was sustained 

by the court, and the witness was discharged. 
Mr. Joseph McDonaid, chief cierk of the 
Judge-Advocate-General’s office, testified that 
he was chief clerk in Gen, Swaim’s office in July 
and August, 1882, and that Gen. Swaim did not 
leave the city for the West until the latter part 
of August of that year, and returned in Octo- 
ber of the same year. Also, that Mr. Bateman 
visited Gen. Swaim at his (Swaim’s) office upon 
his return. He was asked by Gen. Grosvenor if, 
at this visit, he had heard any negotiation be- 
tween Bateman and Swaim in regard to the 
“due _—ibill.” Witness replied that he 
heard Mr. Bateman say that he would 
like to have the money on the same terms 
Mr. Brown had hadit, and that Swaim replied 
that he could not let him have it on those terms, 
because that would make him Fog gr &@ partner 
in the concern of Bateman & Co., and that hoe 
didn’t want to do, but preferred to let the money 
stand as itthen stood. The witness testified that 
he had charge of Gen. Swaim’s private papers, 
and that he had seen but one monthly statement 
of account sent to Swaim by Bateman & Co. He 
also testified to having gone to Bateman & Co.’s 
bank in September, 1883, with a check drawn by 
Gen. Swaim for $1,100 and having been paid 
that sum. The cashing of this check is the trans- 
action about which the witness Lewis was 
examined by the prosecution the other Gay, 
and about which he testified that Swaim 
had come into the bank, asked for his balance, 
and on being told that it was $1,106, bad drawn a 
check for $1,100, which he (Lewis) had cashed. 
Witness testified that Gen. Swaim had written 
the check at his (Swaim’s) office, and that he 
(witness) had taken it to the bank and had it 
cashed. He said he was positive that no ques- 
tions had been asked by him as to Gen. Swaim’s

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 16, 1884, 
Senator Logan presented a large number of 
petitions from tobacco and cigar manufacturers and 
labor organizations of Illinois, New-York and other 


States, protesting against the ratification of the Spanish 
treaty. 


Senator Morrill, of Vermont, to-day intro- 
duced a bill for the retirement and recoinage of the 


trade dollar. It authorizes the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to direct the suspension of the purchase of silver 
bullion and the coinage of standard silver dollars 
whenever the amount of silver coin in excess of silver 
certificates shall exceed $70,000,000, and to resume the 
purchase of buliion and the coinagé of silver dollars 
whenever it shall be necessary in order to retain in the 
Treasury an amount not less than $60,060,000 in excess 
of silver certificates. The bill #lsozdirects the Secretary 
of the ‘Treasury to purchase as bullion any trade dol- 
lars which may be presented previous to Feb. 1, 1886, 
in sums of not less than $20, and to pay therefor the 
market value of silver bullion at the time, and — per 
cent. premium. The trade dollars so purchased, the 
bill provides, shall not be reissued, but shall form a 
— of the silver bullion authorized to be purchased 
nder the act of Feb. 28, 1878. 

Mr. Cox, of New-York, presented to the House 
to-day the petition of Frederick 8. Talmadge, Ethan 
Allen, and others for an appropriation to complete the 
pedestal of the Bartholdi Statue of Liberty. They 
give reasons why this should be done. The first is that 
they desire itas members descendant ot the men who, 
in military, naval, and civil service, by their acts or 
counsel, aided in achieving independence. Seconda, 
that they are aiready at work and have been at work 
raising, and have raised, considerable sums of 
money for the pedestal; that, although the 
amount necessary might be raised by popu- 
lar subscription, this method requires considerable 
time, and it would be a humiliation and disgrace to the 
American people, and a slight tothe people of France, 
should the statue not find a suitable resting place pre- 
pared for it upon its arrival in this country in May 
next. ‘The petition also represents that it is highly ap- 

propriate that members of the House representing the 

8 original States should assist in averting this slight to 
the ancient allies of the States; also, that a gift made 
by the people of France to the United States should be 
properly received, and that no more fitting recognition 
of the courtesy could be devised than an appropriation 
for this purpose made by Congress.

R. R. SPRINGER’S WILL. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Dec. 15.—The will of 
the late Reuben Runyon Springer was probated 
to-day. The largest public bequest is 750 shares 
of special guaranteed stock of the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago Railroad, of the par 
value of $75,000, to the Music Hall Association. 
The income is only to be used for the support of 


the Music Hall building. He gives also $40,000 to 
the College of Music and $20,000 to the Museum 
Association, besides pictures and works of art. 
His bequests to the churchin the will executed 
March 6, 1878, are, by a codicil dated March 18, 
1884, doubled, and all others are largely increased. 
The final bequests are to St. Mary’s Seminary of 
the West for the education of Roman Catholic 
priests, $100,000; Little Sisters of the Poor, $35,000; 
Good Samaritan Hospital, $30,000; the Franciscan 
Brothers. $35,000; the Sisters of Charity of Cedar 
Grove, for the a Asylum, $20,000; in 
support of the cathedral schools, $40,000; for 
home missionary work in perpetuity, $1,000 a 
year; to the Sisters of Mercy, $5,000; to the Con- 
vent of the Good Shepherd, $35,000; to St. Peter's 
Benevolent Society, $50,000; to the Little Sisters 
of the Poor of St. Francis, $20,000. To his faith- 
ful domestics and friends, Ellen Seery and Julia 
Manning, he gives $7,500 each, an@to his coach- 
man, M. Dooley. $5,000 and the horses, carriages, 
and harness. His bequests to his family are 
mainly to the children of his deceased sisters, 
Mrs. Routt, Mrs. Brown, and Mrs. Rannells, 
though he remembers also his wife’s relatives 
and his cousins to the third degree, The bulk of 
his estate goes to his sister’s children. Charles L. 
Routt, of Jacksonville, Il].; Joshua H. Bates and 
T. D. Lincoln, of this city, are the Executors. 
The last codicil was executed on Noy. 26, 1884. 
The estate is estimated at $3,000,000.

. As Secretary FRELINGHUYSEN was named 
as the plenipotentiary on the part of the 
United States in the negotiation of the 
Nicaragua treaty, it is to be hoped and 
expected that he will favor the Senate 
and the public with a full statement of the 
reasons which, in the judgment of the 
State Department, make it advisable for 
the Government to bind itself by the 
terms of the extraordinary convention of 
which a synopsis was published in yester- 
day’s Times. The provisions of that treaty, 
including the building of the canal by 
and at the expense of the United States, 
and the acquisition in perpetuity of a 
strip of land six miles wide across the 
State of Nicaragua, can be called noth- 
ing less than revolutionary, for they 
are altogether subversive of a policy 
now pretty well established and under- 
stood in this country which is based on 
the theory and fact that our domain is 
sufficiently broad in extent, varied in 
character, and large in possibilities to 
afford full and profitable scope for the 
exercise of the genius, the skill, and the 
spirit of enterprise of the people and the 
Government of the United States. 








Whether the time has not arrived when 
our Government may promote the pub- 
lic welfare by modifying in some de- 
gree this long-accepted policy, and 
whether the construction and control of 
a canal connecting the two oceans do 
not constitute an dbject which would 
justify the Government in  depart- 
ing widely, for — once, from its 
usual conservatism, are questions which 
transcend in importance and vital in- 
terest all subjects likely to come before 
Congress this Winter. It goes without 
paying that a canal such as that pro- 
jected by way of Lake Nicaragua is 
greatly to be desired. Civilization and 
navigation are too old to allow them- 
selves to be longer cooped up or turned 
aside from short, safe, and convenient 
routes of travel by such petty geo- 
graphical survivals as the neck of 
land which unites North and South Amer- 
ica. We believe also that when such a 
canalis built its control and the guaran- 
tee of its neutrality must be vested in the 
United States to the exclusion of Euro- 


pean powers. But we are not yet convinced, 


that it is necessary or advisable that the 
United States should build the canal, and 
we regard the proposed acquisition of 

icaraguan territory, together with all the 
burdens, expense, and perils of such own- 
ership, as astep which is both unneces- 
sary and unadvisable. 











Mr. Van Wycx’s resolution that the 
Senate shall abandon the solemn farce of 
considering commercial treaties in secret 
session, and getting needful information 
about them on the sly, came before that 
body yesterday. It was too much op- 
posed to the traditions of the Senate to be 

‘at once, and was accordingly re- 
ferred to the Foreign Committee. As to 
the Spanish treaty, which was the 
occasion of the resolution, the Senate 


,gaveup as_absurd the pretense that it 


:was any longer to be considered a state 
secret. Perhaps the ultimate decision 
will be that when the public enemy, in 
the form of a newspaper, gets hold of an 
important treaty and prints it, the Senate 
‘vill allow itself to be instructed by people 
familiar with the subject matter; but 
that so long as it can keep a treaty dark 
it will do so and allow the people who 
know something about it to express their 
views upon it only after it has been irrev- 
ocably enacted. 











Mr. Cox’s remarks yesterday indicate 
that he does not mean to press the bill for 
the completion of the Bartholdi pedestal 
by an appropriation. His defense of his 
bill as being ‘‘ about as constitutional as 
half the matters that have passed in Con- 
gress since the war” is unworthy of so 
strict a constructionist. Does Mr. Cox 
| mean to say that he will support any 
| measure the object of which he deems 
worthy if he can find what he thinks a 
bad precedent for its passage? He is 
quite right, though, in saying that the 
backwardness of New-Yorkers to build 
the pedestal is humiliating and disgrace- 
fal; but the disgrace will not be relieved 
if Congress steps in to do for them what 
they ought long ago to have done for 
themselves. The most effectual method 
of relief is a prompt notification that we 
are to expect nothing of Congress but to 
leave the pedestal unfinished at our own 
peril and to our own shame. 











Not until two weeks ago did the Solicit- 
or of the Treasury obtain from the Second 
Controller the transcripts of HOWGATE’s 
accounts, showing how much money the 
fugitive had stolen. According to those 
papers the sum was $133,000, and it is 
probable that only a small part of it will 
ever be recovered. Now, it appears that 
the erasure of his name from the Govern- 
ment’s charts, in which it had been 
assigned to a mountain and a cape in the 
arctic regions, led HOWGATE to write to 
Lieut. GREELY soon after GREELY’S re- 
turn from Starvation Camp complaining 
that by this action the Government 
was prejudging his case! It also 
appears that this impudent rascal, a fu- 
gitive from justice, is now prosecuting by 
the agency of a man named COLE a claim 
against the Government for supplies fur- 
nished to an arctic expedition, and urges 
a speedy settlement in order that he may 
be ‘‘relieved from his financial embar- 
rassments.” We trust that the officers of 
the War Department and the Department 
of Justice will not be restrained by an 
unwillingness to ‘‘see a man kicked when 
going down hill,” in the words of GREELY, 
but will use the new clues for all they are 
worth and bring this thief to justice. 











“The moment has come,” says the London 
Times in commenting on the explosion at 
London Bridge, ‘‘ toask whether American 
‘law might not be altered so that impunity 
could no longer be accorded to men who 
make no secret of their murderous inten- 
tions.” The Times also suggests a hope that 
‘‘if the bridge outrage shall be eventually 
traced to a transatlantic agency America 
will not be content with a mere expression 
of horror.” When the English police trace 
an explosion to this side of. the water we 
shall probably find some law that will ap- 
ply to the case. , In the meantime all the 
evidence collected by the London police is 
simply that an explosion has occurred. 





REAL RELIEF. 
A Connecticut manufacturer of hard- 
ware stated at a meeting in this city last 
week that with the duty removed from the 
materials he used he could compete with 
foreign manufacturers in all the best mar- 
kets of the world. This gentleman em- 
ploys some 3,000 hands. He makes goods 
which are highly ‘‘ protected.” He is 
obliged to use skilleddabor,at good wages. 
Yet, instead of asking for further pro- 
tection to enable him to keep the home 
market, he asks for the removal of the 
tax on raw materials in order that he may 
seek foreign markets. His situation is 
like that of many others who have been 
blinded by the flattering notion of being 
protected from foreign competition, but 
who begin to see that they have nothing 
to fear from foreign competition at home 
or abroad. 

These are the men whom the series of 
treaties negotiated by the Administration 
is supposed specially to benefit. The 
theory of those treaties is that if the 
duties on tropical products be reduced or 
abolished the increase in the trade with 
the countries from which they come will 
amply compensate for the loss of revenue. 
But it must be borne in mind that it is 
not for the loss of the revenue from sugar, 
for instance, that we must seek compen- 
sation; it is the burden of taxes other 
than those on sugars which we shall be 
compelled to bear if we remit these. The 
repeal of the sugar duty by treaty 
or otherwise would, as we have 
heretofore pointed out, practically 
deprive the country of any oppor- 
tunity to seriously reduce any other 
taxes. It would take, in round numbers, 
$50,000,000 from the annual revenue, and 
that isas much as we can hope that Con- 
gress will consent to remove for some 
time. Fifty millions of dollars judiciously 
applied to the removal of taxes on raw 
materials would go a great way toward 
enabling otr manufacturers to obtain for- 
eign markets, not merely within the lim- 
ited range covered by the treaties, but 
everywhere. For instance, iron and steel 
and their manufactures taken together 
paid in 1883 less than $17,000,000 of duty, 
and of this amount only a portion was 
levied on strictly raw material. But ac- 
cording to the census of 1880, the total 
production of iron and steel in the United 
States was some seven millions of tons, of 
which about one-half was pig iron. The 
tax on pig iron is now three-tenths of a 
cent a pound, or $6 72aton. At present 
the production of pig iron is very much 
checked, and the duty on foreign iron 
has very little effect; but when the de- 
mand is strong the duty is added 
to the cost of manufacture, and, not only 
this, but a percentage of the cost thus in- 
creased is added at every stage of the de- 
velopment of the product. Thus, when 
the iron business was as vigorous as in 
1880 we should have the tax added to the 





price of the home product—which of 
itself would be a burden on the vast in- 
dustries into which pig iron enters as an 
element—of $25,000,000 annually. And 
this burden would be laid at the very 
start. It would be more than 
doubled before we had _ exhausted 
even the coarser industries employ- 
ing iron. Here:in a single trade, 
therefore, we should be compelled 
to struggle with a burden equal to the 
entire duty on sugar which the treaties 
would remove. And yet the total revenue 
from pig iron for 1883 was less than 
$3,000,000; and at the outside one-tenth 
the amount of revenue lost by free sugar. 
if applied to the repeal of the duty on pig 
iron, would produce a benefit to the 
country fully as great as could he got 
from the remission of the sugar duties. 

Another and still more striking in- 
stance is the duty on wools. Take a 
single kind of wool not produced in this 
country. The duty on carpet wools is 
2 1-2 cents to 5 cents per pound. Accord- 
ing to the census of 1880 there was used in 
the making of carpets in this country of 
foreign wool ‘‘in condition” some 33,000,- 
000 pounds, and of a coarser or less highly 
prepared wool nearly the same amount. 
On this wool the direct duties were about 
$2,500,000, and this must have been added 
to the cost of the carpets under all cir- 
cumstances. By the time the carpets 
reached the retail buyer this tax 
was mere than doubled. Therefore, 
were we to abandon the tax on 
sugar we should be compelled to continue 
this peculiarly objectionable and unprofit- 
able tax of $5,000,000 a year on a single 
branch of the woolen industries of the 
country without any. compensating ad-. 
vantage to any other industry whatever. 
If we extend the calculation to the entire 
product of the woolen industries, on 
which the tax is twice and four times as 
great, and the money value of which is 
greater by a still higher ratio, we should 
find that the burden imposed on indus- 
try which we would be forced to retain is 
in this trade alone far more than that re- 
moved by the sugar tax. Like calcula- 
tions as tothe burden imposed by the tax, 
on copper and iron ore, on wood, on cotton 
thread, on tin plates, and other raw ma- 
terials would show that there are many 
ways in which we can remit taxes to far 
greater advantage than by taking them 
from sugar. 





THE MAYOR AND THE ALDERMEN, 


We might derive more satisfaction from 
the vote in the Board of Aldermen yester- 
day on the Mayor’s nominations if we 
could interpret it as an evidence that a 
majority of the Aldermen honestly re- 
sented Mr. Epson’s disreputable attempt 
to tie the hands of his successor. The’ 
vote by which the ‘nomination of Gen. 
PORTER was laid on the table and that of 
Mr. O’BRIEN was rejected has no such 
significance. 

The Mayor himself is responsible for 
this state of things—to his controllers, we 
mean, for he acknowledges no responsi- 
bility to the city. He does not under-, 
stand the humble trade of local politician’ 
which he has adopted. If he had under- 
stood it he would not have sent in the, 
names of the Republican candidates alone 
on the ‘ slate” which the machinists 
made up for him. He would have sent in 
the names, say, of FRENCH and PORTER to- 
gether, and would have declined to send 
in MCCLAVE and O’BRIEN so long as one 
of these appointments remained uncon- 
firmed. In that case the pressure 
of the Tammany bosses upon the 
Tammany Aldermen and of the Re- 
publican bosses upon the Republican 
Aldermen would have sufficed to secure 
the confirmations. But by securing the 
Republicans their share of the bargain in 
the first place he absolved the Republican 
Aldermen from their allegiance to the 
Republican machine and left them at lib- 
erty to demand separate settlements when 
the names of the Tammany nominees 
were sent in. Under these circumstances 
men whose moral and political standards 
are those of the average Alderman would 
demand to be shown cause why they 
should vote for the-confirmation of the 
Tammany nominees; and the vote of yes- 
terday denotes that no sufficient cause has 
been shown them. 

It is to this intellectual incapacity of 
Mr. Epson to play a part for which he 
has shown a perfect moral aptitude that 
we shall owe our escape, if we are to 
make our escape, from the continuance of 
ring methods in the most important of 
our municipal departments. The Police 
Department perhaps stands more in need 
than any other of a complete overhauling 
by new men entirely out of sympathy 
with the methods according to which it 
has been conducted. Mayor Epson has 
succeeded in making reform hopeless in 
this department unless his new view of 
the law is overruled by the courts. As 
for his ostensible candidate for Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, although there is 
no reason to suspect Gen. PORTER of a 
willingness to partake of the profits of the 
old methods, there is no reason to expect 
of him the disposition and the ability to 
extirpate those methods. There is really no 
reason to suppose that Mr. Epson had any 
expectation that he would be confirmed. 
His non-residence is a’ real objection, 
though it is one more potent in the 
Board of Aldermen than elsewhere; 
and, apart from his non-residence, the 
Aldermen have not forgotten the crush- 
ing defeat that fell upon Tammany Hall 
in consequence of the most respectable 
and the only memorable act of Gen. 
PORTER’S previous administration. The 
certainty that.he would not be confirmed 
raises at least a probability that{his nomi- 
nation was not made in good faith, but as 
a stalking horse for the Mayor’s real can- 
didate. The nomination .of an obscure 
lawyer like Mr. O’Brien to replace a 
lawyer who has been so conspicuously 
serviceable as Mr. LACOMBE is so charac- 
teristic that we need not doubt its sin- 
cerity. 

There now seems, happily, to be little 
chance of a meeting of minds between the 
, Republican Aldermen who have been left 
by the confirmation of Frencn and Mc- 
CLAVE to make their own terms with the 
Tammany candidates and the backers of 
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haps, enjoys a better reputation for that 
independence which is a combination of 
integrity and intelligence than any other 
member of the board. It is unpleasant, 
therefore, to note that Mr. O’CONNOR yes- 
terday declared his view of his duty to be 
that he should ussist Mr. Epson in his 
spiteful purpose of tying the hands of his 
successor, provided the men nominated 
by the Mayor were reputable persons. Mr. 
O’ConnoR cannot be ignorant that no- 
body can be confirmed by the votes 
of the body to which he _ belongs 
without making such pledges as will 
render the question of his ‘abstract 
fitness for the position to which he is 
named entirely irrelevant. Mr. O’CON- 
NOR’S position may suffice to distinguish 
him from the venal intriguers among his 
associates, but for that purpose it is as su- 
perfluous as it is effectual. It seems to us 
that this is not the proper ground to be 
taken by a public-spirited Alderman who 
knows as much as Mr. O’CoNNOR must 
know of the low cabals by which he is sur- 
rounded. The proper ground for such an 
Alderman to take is that he will endeavor 
to secure the filling of all municipal offices 
now vacant by an uncontrolled Mayor in 
whom the people have just testified their 
confidence instead of helping on the bar- 
gains of a Mayor who is universally dis- 
credited by reason of his submission to the 
spoilsmen who constitute or who control 
the Board of Aldermen. 








THE WAGES OF WAR. 


The wit who remarked that ‘‘an honor 
may be without profit as well as a prophet 
without honor” touched, unconsciously, 
upon one of the deepest political truths 
of modern history. In the days of chiv- 
alry and romance the glory of a success- 
ful war was universally admitted to be a 
sufficient reward of itself and a perfectly 
valid reason for the waste of thousands of 
lives and millions of money. Modern 
humanity, more sensible and less senti- 
mental, thinks with NAPOLEON that war 
should pay its own expenses. England 
has annexed the entire seaboard of 
Burmah in the interests of British 
commerce. Russia has fought her way 
through the heart of Central Asia to the 
rich lowlands of the Oxus and the precious 
mines of the Tien-Shan Mountains, prizes 
more remunerative than any glory to be 
won by scattering mobs of untrained 
barbarians, 80,000 of whom fled before 
7,000 Russians at Irdjar in 1866. France 
is bombarding Chinese fishing boats and 
storming Annamite mud hovels, not only 
to purchase a little second-hand glory at 
China’s expense, but also to rival En- 
gland’s envied traffic through Singapore. 
The world’s treaties deal no longer with 
royal titles and royal marriages, but with 
tariffs, ‘‘reciprocities,” and regulations of 
trade; and all mankind, reversing the 


voice, ‘‘Let no man owe you anything, 
save to hate one another.” 

In this great international steeplechase 
the sudden entrance of Germany is anew 
and very important feature. When the 
Housejof Hohenzollern made the first stride 
toward its present eminence, in the middle 
of the eighteenth century, its dominions, ' 
though touching the sea, had no navy at 
all. FREDERICK the Great himself, am- 
bitious though he was, voluntarily re- 
signed all thoughts of naval power and 
foreign colonization, and even sacrificed 
more than one of his remoter European 
ports rather than weaken the formidable 
military strength which had made Prussia 
a match for combined Europe. But’ the 
Prussia of BISMARCK and MOLTKE has ad- 
vanced far beyond that of SCHWERIN and 
LEOPOLD VON DEsSAU, and has proved in 
the face of the whole world that no man 
living is better fitted to reap the full ben- 
efits of colonization than the patient, 
thrifty, industrious, law-abiding Ger- 
man. In every part of the United States 
the stout-hearted sons of the Fatherland 
have left their mark. Their persevering 
labor has established thriving settlements 
amid the pathless forests of Brazil. They 
are.now projecting consular agencies in 
the islands to the east of New-Guinea, and 
confronting France on the Congo and the 
Niger as they confronted her fourteen 
years ago on the Marne and the Seine. 
There is a wild legend in the French Ar- 
my of a compact between NAPOLEON and 
a spirit knownas ‘“‘ L’Homme Rouge,” (the 
Red Man,) by virtue whereof the Emperor 
was to conquer the whole world except 
St. Helena, which he was to hold sacred 
as the demon’s ‘* reservation,” on pain of 
falling wholly into the latter’s power if he 
ever ventured there. In the same way, 
but without incurring the same penalty, 
Germany has followed France to the re- 
motest corners of the earth, and is now 
teaching her that even when the tortoise 
does not outrun the hare, it may come up 
in time to do thoroughly what the hare 
has not succeeded in doing at all. 








PROTECTION FOR CONSUMERS. 

Prof. Woop’s very“ interesting article 
concerning the extensive use of arsenic 
by manufacturers of wall paper, children’s 
toys, textile fabrics, &c., to which we 
have already referred, contains a sum- 
mary of the laws by which in several 
European nations such a use of this poison 
is forbidden. It is also shown by the Pro- 
fessor that, although strenuous efforts 
have been made in England to obtain an 
act prohibiting the manufacture, importa- 
tion, and sale of articles of domestic use 
colored with arsenical pigments, these 
efforts have been unsuccessful, and that it 
has thus far been impossible to secure in 
this country the legislation that is needed. 

Consumers can best be protected from 
unscrupulous public poisoners and adul- 
terators of food, drink, and medicine by 
exposure. Some system of inspection and 
analysis must first be established, but 
analysis should be followed by exposure, if 
not by punishment under the law. Within 
a few months the agents of the Board of 
Health in this city have seized various 
manufactured articles adulterated with 
poisonous or injurious matter, and 
have, doubtless, in this way been of 
some service to’ the peopie. But un- 
scrupulous manufacturers can be effect- 
ively restrained and buyers enabled to 
protect themselves only by giving to the 
public the names of the men who make 
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or sell the poisonous goods. Manufact-, 


urers who use poisonous or unwholesome 
ingredients in articles of food, or who use 
poison in making wall paper and toys, 
deserve to be ruined in business, to say 
the least, and commercial ruin will be 
their punishment if the people discover 
the real nature of their goods. 

Now that it has been conclusively 
shown that there may be an abundance 
of arsenic in wall paper of any color, that 
many cases of serious or even fatal illness 
have been caused by such wall paper or 
by paper and colors used upon children’s 
toys, citizens may ask how they are to 
know whether or not they are exposed to 
the.evil influence of the poisonous articles. 
The same question may be asked with 
reference to adulterated food, whose real 
nature can be discovered only by the 
chemist. 

If manufacturers are not to be pre- 
vented in any other way from putting 
dangerous goods on the market, the con- 
sumer himself should be enabled to expose 
them. This he can do only by procuring 
an analysis of the goods that he buys. 
Owing to the adulteration of almost all 
kinds of food and drink in Paris a munici- 
pal laboratory was established there four 
years ago. The representatives of our Gov- 
ernment in France have urged the estab- 
lishment of a similar laboratory in New- 
York, not only for the analysis of articles 
of home production, but also for the ex- 
amination of imported wines. It may be 
that a laboratory of this kind would be of 
great service to our people. During the 
first year of the French laboratory’s ex- 
istence 6,258 samples were submitted for 
examination, and the laboratory’s inspect- 
ors, sixteen in number, made nearly 25,000 
visits of inspection to markets, restaurants, 
and shops of various kinds. Of the anal- 
yses 3,958 were made without expense 
to those who brought the samples. More 
than half of the samples examined were 
pronounced bad, and many of them con- 
tained poison. The results were reported 
to those authorized by law to prosecute. 
In 1882 there were 2,000 offenders pros- 
ecuted, and only two of them were ac- 
quitted. The cost of the institution for 
the first year was only $15,500, which was 
reduced by receipts amounting to about 
$3,400. 





SPARE HIM. 


Yesterday our esteemed contemporary 
the Sun remarked in italics: ‘‘ There is 
one man in the United States who is fitter 
than all others to be Secretary of the In- 
terior. His name is WILLIAM STEELE HOL- 
MAN.” Now, a joke is frequently a good 
thing; but is not the Sun carrying its re- 
nowned Holman joke a little too far? 
Humanity demands that the Swn: should, 
so to speak, ‘‘let up” on HoLtmMan. That 
unhappy man doubtless supposed that aft- 
er the nomination of Mr. CLEVELAND the 
Sun would cease to ridicule him, and that 
he would be permitted to attend to his 
liver-pad business without further moles- 
tation. But this pleasing hope has van- 
ished. The Sun is once more nominating 
Mr. Ho“tMaAN. Very probably it will re- 
publish his alleged portrait; or it may 
even publish a new portrait more hideous 
than the last. If Mr. HOLMAN is a nerv- 
ous man, one who easily permits himself 
to worry, he is now living in daily dread 
of every forthcoming number of the Sw. 

There are those who believe that the 
Sun is in earnest in its advocacy of Hot- 
MAN. They imagine that the editor has 
been cured of chills and fever by the use 
of the Holman pad, and that he is now in- 
fluenced by a liver-felt gratitude. There 
is no evidence, however, in support of this 
theory, and any one familiar with the 
Sun’s jokes knows that its advocacy of 
Houtman is one of them. In point of 
fact the Sun is perfectly well aware 
that it would never do to appoint a prom- 
inent manufacturer Secretary of the 
Interior. In that position Mr. HoLMAN 
would have opportunities to push the 
sale of his liver pad among the Indians, 
and whether or not he should improve 
these opportunities the public would con- 
stantly imagine that he had done so, 

The probability is that the editor of the 
Sun, having worn a liver pad for months 
without the slightest benefit, is now re- 
venging himself ina humorous way upon 
the inventor. Is this worthy of the con- 
ductor of a great paper? Ought an editor 
to permit the real or supposed interests 
of his personal liver to affect the conduct 
of his newspaper? The editor of the Sun 
should consider these questions, and re- 
solve to let poor Mr. HOLMAN alone.

VON BUELOW IN TROUBLE AGAIN. 
Vienna Dispatch to the London Daily Telegraph, 
Dec. 4. 

A musical scandal, the like of which has 
never been witnessed here before, was enacted 
on Monday evening at a concert given in the 
large hall of the Conservatoire by Dr. Hans von 
Buelow, who but a few months ago was the hero 
of a similar scene at the Grand Opera House in 


Berlin. The concert hall was crowded, and 
among the audience were the Archduchess 
Valérie, Archduke Karl Ludwig, Duke Kar! 
Theodor of Bavaria, and many_ leading 
members of the _ aristocracy. he pro- 
gramme included Beethoven's overture to 
* Egmont.” After the previous numbers had 
been played Herr von Buelow stepped forward 
to the front of the platform, and taking from 
his pocket yesterday morning’s issue of the 
Fremdenblatt. addressed the audience in a tone 
of mingled ill temper and irony. He said that 
the journal in question had found tault with his 
previous rendering of Beethoven's ‘* Egmont.” 
and that, as he would not like to wrong the great 
composer again, his orchestra would play instead 
the * Academical Overture” of the Austrian 
Brahms. The public indignantly protested and 
called for Beethoven’s overture, which, after 
some hesitatation on the part of Herr von Buelow, 
was produced. Brahms’s ‘‘Academical Overture” 
was then expected, but Herr von Buelow, after 
putting on his overcoat, once more addressed 
the audience. ‘I cannot render it on the piano- 
forte,” he said, ‘‘and my musicians are too tired 
to play it themselves.” It would be difficult to 
describe the angry feeling roused among the 
public by Herr von Buelow's behavior. It is 
questionable whether he will ever be asked to 
play in Vienna again. Neither the presence 
of toyalty nor the tact that he was performing 
to the most musical and appreciative audience 
in Europe prevented him from giving vent to 


his wounded vanity by an unseemly and un- - 


justifiable manifestation.

OPERA AT THE ACADEMY. 

Last evening’s representation of “‘ Faust” 
at the Academy of Music does not call for ex- 
tended comment, but its promise was sufficient- 
ly flattering to bring together an audience 
that fillea the house to overflowing, and its 
merits were so marked as to keep the spectators 
in their seats until the late hour at which the 
performance terminated. To Mme. Patti’s first 
and only appearance as Marguerite this season 
may fairly be ascribed the somewhat uncommon 
attractiveness and interest which attended the 
production of Gounod’s well-worn opera. The 
French composer’s music, tuneful and harmo- 
nious though it is, requires nowadays some- 
thing more than a passable rendering to 
summon and delight a large and fashionable 
audience. The magic of Mme. Patti’s voice 
and art supplied yesterday the needed ele- 
ment, and, with the added charm of a generally 
satisfactory performance, the impression of the 
evening was all that could be desired. Except in 
respect of increased intensity in the melodra- 
matic scenes of ** Faust,” Mme. Patti’s Margue- 
rite has undergone no change of importance. 
The absolute perfection of her singing of the 
* jewel song,” and of the long love duet in 
the third act—a perfection noted in these col- 
umns some years since—admitted of no improve- 
ment; it is only at such points as the scenes be- 
tore the church and in the-dungeon that the 
ripening influence of age and study are per- 
ceptible in methods of expression of which 
Mme. Patti a decade ago had little 
or no command. Situations of _ this 
kind are, in fact, indispensable to the spectator 
who would reaiize uowadays that the prima 
donna is something more than a song bird of 
marvelous gifts, and it was at these stages of 
events last. night that the beauty and 
power of Mme. Patti’s tones took on 
their fullest eloquence and her acting 
its greatest feeling and breadth. The ‘jewel 
song”’’ was, as usual, repeated, the church and 
dungeon scenes were loudly applauded, and 
calls before the curtain were frequent. Signor 
Vicini was only passable as Faust, but Signor De 
Anna’s Valentine, Signor Cherubini’s Mefistof- 
ele,and Mme. Scalchi’s Siebel were efforts worthy 
of association with Mme. Patti's Marguerite. Sig- 


nor Arditi conducted with his wonted care and 
energy.

OPERA AT THE METROPOLITAN. 
The fact that ‘‘ Lohengrin” was repeated 

at the Metropolitan Opera House last even- 

ing will surprise no one who has be- 
come aware, either by attendance or 
perusal of the news of the day, 
of the symmetry and impressiveness of 
the representation of ‘*Lohengrin” under Dr. 
Damrosch’s direction. Itis hard to realize that 
three or four operas, properly rendered, can 
carry through a protracted;season in Italy, 
while almost as many works must be brought 
forth by an American impressario as he 
proposes giving representations. The success 
of * Lohengrin” does not, of course, indicate 
that local audiences will bear with as frequent 
repetition of an opera as Italian dilettanti, 
but it is at least comforting as _ prov- 
ing that their interest in music lies 
somewhat deeper than a feeling of curiosity, 
and it shows, too, thata reverent, spirited, and 
complete rendering of a noble product of the 

musician’s art is secure, even in a 

busy and sometimes thoughtless com- 

munity, of avtention and _ encouragement. 

‘he last nights of “Lohengrin” are 
not yet at hand, and Wagner’s thoroughly ap- 
preciable opera will have, as it should, many ad- 
ditional hearings before the present season ter- 
minates. ‘To-morrow, however, a comparative 
novelty will be presented, in shape of Meyerbeer’s 
“Prophet.” Italian singers have, of late years, 
been poorly equipped for the interpretation of 
lyric dramas of this order, andin Herr Schott’s 
John of Leyden and in Fraiilein Brandt’s Fides 
er ge neeyan of a totally different cast to those 

ebeld last season, for example-may be looked 
for. An elaborate mise enscéne will add to 
the interest of the revival of **The Prophet,” 
and the numerous requirements of the opera as 
to additional bands, bailets, &c., will all be met.

AIMEE IN ENGLISH FARCE. 

As youthful, piquant, and lively as ever, 
Mile. Marie Aimée appeared at the Fifth-Ave- 
nue Theatre last evenipg, forthe first time in 
New-York, as Toinette Jacotot, in a farce called 
**Mam’zelle,”’ which has been made known 
in various cities since last September. 
The authors of ‘* Mam/’zelle’” are Messrs. 
Jessop and Gill, who will turn you 
out a play of any sort at the briefest notice. 
To make ** Mam’zelle” they have taken Mr. Mad- 
ison Morton’s old and highly esteemed farce of 
“Betsy Baker,” and have made Betsy a 
French milliner instead of an English laun- 
dress, while Mr. Marmaduke Mouser becomes 
Mr. Tarleton Tupper and Cousin Crummy 
Brother-in-law Leslie. Having thus _ bodily 
taken the old farce, all its characters, and 
such of its dialogue as they need, the clever 
concocters of **Mam/’zelle’? proceed upon the 
hypothesis that the new Betsy. the French mil- 
liner, is anxious to become an actress, and that a 
chance to make her first appearance upon any 
stage isto be her reward for captivating the 
uxorious Mr. Mouser, that is to say, Tupper. 
Thus the “‘American Café Chantant” of Col. 
Hiram Poster is introduced, where Mlle. 
Aimée sings a suggestive little Spanish 
song, two French’ chansonettes a tritle 
more suggestive and delicious, as well as the 
* Pretty as a Picture”’ song and dance, and some 
other pieces of the same sort, in which, while pro- 
fessedly imitating the concert hali ** vocalist,” 
the French comedienne shows what art can do 
even with such shallow trifles. Boisterous 
mirth is occasioned at this point in the 
piece when the audience discover’ that 
some of the actors, who already have shown 
themselves on the stage, are seated in the body 
of the house. The jealous wife of Mr. Tupper 
and her perplexed brother, (shocked by the dam- 
age he has done, for Tupper is madly in love 
with Toinette,) are in the right hand proscenium 
box; a long-lost uncle of the singer makes him- 
self heard in the balcony, and Toinette’s angry 
lover, Bob, raises his voice in the orchestra stalls 
until he is remonstrated with by a “ trick” 
usher and expelled by a * fake’’ policeman. 

Aimée, as we bave said, seems as young as ever, 
and she has oot Jost the charm which made her 
popular among us above ail her contemporaries 
in the palmy days of the opera bouffe. What- 
ever she does is done with inimitable grace, 
and a hundred cunning tricks of voice and 
gesture, all familiar enough to most of 
the audience last night, give significance 
to the character she assumes. The new piece 
aifords no opportunity for the actress to exhibit 
her talent to the best advantage in the direction 
of either humor or pathos. Those who remem- 
ber ** La Perichole” and ‘“*La Boulangére a des 
ecus” are not likely to find unalloyed happiness 
in Messrs. Jessop and Gill’s ** Mam/’zelle.” Still the 
piece, thanks to the ingenuity of Mr. Madison 
Morton, has an abundance of go, and does not 
lack fun,even where it is comparatively original 
with Messrs. Jessop and Gill; and Aimée is al- 
ways Aimée. Her singing, her love making, her 
assumption for a short space of the role of dyna- 
miteur, and her pronunciation of the popu- 
lar nickname for Robert were received last 
evening with shouts of delight; and the 
house was crowded. Mlle. Aimée’s supporting 
company is above the average. Mr. Newton 
Chisnell elaborates with amusing effect the slignt 
character of Hiram Poster, an impecunious man- 
ager. Mr. J. O. Barrows, Mr. W. A. Whitecar, 
Mr. Frank E. Lamb, the son of aclever comedian, 
and a promising youth himself; Miss Laura 
Wallace, and Miss Charline Weidman all play 
their parts with spirit and humor. 


RES AS 
FOURTEENTH-STREET THEATRE. 
At the Fourteenth-Street Theatre last 

evening Louise Pomeroy appeared in a transla- 

tion of Edmond About’s *Ontcast.” This play 
was described on the programme as an emo- 
tional society drama, and there certainly could 
be no question as to its being possessed of emo- 


tion. It might have been made by a judicious 
toning down of this same emotion an effective 
acting play—one that would have pleased the 
average playgoer who is satisfied with the super- 
ficial strength of situations, theatric dialogue, 
and picturesque climaxes. A good drama, im- 
bued with genuine human interest and the 
consistency that comes of a_ wise regard 
for possibility, it could never have been. 
The piot is improbable, for the motives and 


resultant actions of the characters are 
not natural. Hence the situations became over- 
strained and at times almost laughabie. Had 
the dialogue been toned down and some of the 
‘**agony” taken out of certain scenes it might 
have been made a tolerable medium for the dis- 
play of Miss Pomeroy’s powers and those of ber 
company, which is an organization possessed of 
some merit. There are some well-contrived 
scenes in the play, and these were acted last 
night for the most part with intelligent intent. 
Miss Pomeroy is an actress of intelligence and 
considerable emotional power, and in some of 
her scenes she fairly earned the applause she 
received. She was happier in her delinea- 
tion ot hatred and scorn than in _ her 
pathos, which was somewhat too_lachry- 
mose. Taken all in all, however, she is a 
very interesting actress, and would acy 
make a strong impression ina better play. She 
would, at any rate, be a valuable acquisition to 
some of our stock companies. As arule, her 
company overacted. This was the fault of 
Louise Balfe in the rdle of an impossible young 
consumptive, Miss Emilie Boswell as the Duch- 
esse de Chateau Velasquez,and Arthur Elliott as 
the Duc. On the other hand, Edwin Cleary as 
the Marquis D’Aubigny and Mrs. Charles Poole 
as the Marquise were quiet and dignified.

Paris Letter to the London Truth. 

In France there are anomalies which € 
am unable to understand. For instance, no store 
is set upon “la vertu de la femme.” If we have 
Mosaic ideas on this subject, the French, and, ine 
deed, all Catholic countries save Ireland, have 
pagan notions. Yet there is no people who make 
so much ado about it as the French. I haveseen 
the Prefect of a department in his official “ tog- 
gery,” the Mayor of a Commune girt with his 
tricolor scarf, the Police Commissary idem, a 
Major with a battalion of soldiers behind him, 


the fire brigade, the parochial (and, in one in- 
stance, diocesan) clergy, the nuns and Christian 
Brothers’ Schools, and no end of eminent non- 
official people, walking for miles under 
a roasting sun to swell the triumph of 
a rosiére. To prevent subsequent scandal 
it was arranged that directly she had received 
the rose, crown, ard the gold watch and sum of 
money attached to this prize of purity she was 
to be married. The notorious unfaithfulness of 
Marie Antoinette to Louis Seize was treated asa 
crime by men who had burned incense before 
the Dubarry, and afterward were too creat 
friends with Mmes. Tallien and Josephine Beau. 
harnais. Clovis Hugues and his wife are a 
medel couple. But she is simply virtuous be- 
cause it is her nature to be so; for neither he nor 
she believes in marriage as a sacrament, and 
they admit the matrimonial theory of Reclus. 
This eminent geographer married his dauch- 
ter at Lausanne without the aid of either priest 
or civil officer, to a young man in whom 
she had faith.

NOMINEES NOT CONFIRMED 


TAMMANY ALONE IN SUPPORTING 
MAYOR EDSON. 


YHE NOMINATION OF FITZ JOHN PORTER 
LAID OVER AND THAT OF M, J. O'BRIEN 


REJECTED. 

More people than have ever been in the 
Chamber of the Common Council crowded into 
the room yesterday afternoon when the Council 
met. It was pretty well understood that Mayor 
Edson intended to send in nominations to fill the 


offices of Commissioner of Public Works and 


Corporation Counsel, and there was enough un- 
certainty as to the result to excite great interest. 
The Council was to meet at 1:30 P. M., but be- 
fore 1 o'clock eyery foot of standing room in the 
lobby and outside the Aldermen's seats, and 
pven the space inside of the seats, was crowded. 
When President Kirk called the board to order 
the room was densely crowded, and some of the 


Aldermen could not be seen from the clerk’s 
desk. Many of the prominent leaders of Tam- 
many Hall stood around the room and crowded 
upto the front around President Kirk’s seat. 
Coroner Martin and John Carroll sat at the 
President's feet, Coroner Levy stood near by, 
John A. Brodsky occupied Alderman Sheils’s 
seat, and Alcermen-eiect and cx-Aldermen were 
as thick as dry leaves in Autumn. 

The roll was called, minutes were read, and a 
little miscellaneous business was transacted. 
Then President Kirk announced a ** communica- 
tion from his Honor, the Mayor,” and the crowd 
leaned forward and silence fell upon the room. 
Aripple of laughter followed when the com- 
munication turned out to be a veto of a resolu- 
tion permitting the erection of an awning. Then 
a second communication from the same source 
was announced, and,in a letter dated Dec. 15, 
the Mayor nominated for Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works Fitz John Porter. Alderman Grant 


was on his feet ina moment and moved the con- 
firmation of Mr. Porter. Alderman De Lacy 
moved, as an amendment, that the nomination 
be laid upon the table. Both motions were 
seconded. : 

“The question is on the amendment,” said 
President Kirk. ‘‘Those in favor of the amend- 
ment will as their names are cailed answer aye, 
those opposed no. The clerk will proceed to 
rall the roll.” 

“The President,” called Capt. Twomey. 

“No,” answered Mr. Kirk. 

Aldermen Cleary and De Lacy, County Demo- 
trats, answered aye; Aldermen Dempsey and 
Duffy. Tammany, no, and Alderman Farley, 
County Democrat with Tammany leanings, aye. 
Alderman Finck asked to be excused from vot- 
ing, and when President Kirk, under the impres- 
sion that the Alderman desired to explain his 
vote, gave him the opportunity the Alderman 
looked helplessly atJohn E. Brodsky. The Jatter 
whispered to him and the Alderman said he 
didn’t want to explain. Aldermen Fullgraff and 
Grant. Tammany, voted against the motion 
to lay on the tanle, Alderman Jaehne, 
County Democrat; Alderman Kenney, Tam- 
many, and Aiderman Miller, Republican, for it. 
Alderman McCabe, who, at the eleventh hour, 
went back to his Tammany friends, voted in the 
negative, and so did Alderman_McLoughlin, 
Tammany. Alderman McQuade, County Demo- 
erat. voted in the affirmative, and Alderman 
O’Connor, whose name came next, explained his 
vote. Hesaid he had not been in any deals or 
conferences, but being so frequentiy misrepre- 
sented, he would read his remarks. After read- 
ing two pages of typewriter manuscript, Mr. 
O’Connor wound up by saying that he thought 
be was “called upon to vote for such nominees 
of the Mayor as have the respect and confidence 
of the public,” and whom be believed to be 
*thoroughly fit,”’ and to decline to vote for any 
nominee who does not fully come up to thisstand- 
ard. Then Alderman O’Connor voted against 
the resolution to lay on the table. 

Alderman O’Neil’s name came next on the roll, 
and he occupied nearly five minutes in explain- 
ing why he would not vote and then voted aye, 
that being the parliamentary subterfuge by 
which a member can free his mind while the roll 
is being cailed. Alderman O’Neil said be was as- 
tonished at the ground taken by Alderman 
O’Connor, who had evidenced a desire to vote 
for Mr. Porter. Alderman O’Connor, said Mr. 
O'Neil, belonged to a party which had for 20 
years been denouncing Mr. Porter as a traitor 
and demanding his blood. “See,” cried Alder- 
man O’Neil, “*how Mr. O’Connor has stultified 
himself.” Then turning to President Kirk, Mr. 
O’Neil referred to the fight which the President 
and he had been waging for a year against non- 
resident officeholders. ‘* Fitz John Porter,” said 
the Alderman, “ was brought to this city from 
Morristown, N. J., and put in alittle room at 
the Wellington so asto make a New-Yorker of 
bim. Now, Mr. President, he is a national man 
and should be put in a position worthy of—” 

“Mr. President,” interrupted Alderman Sheils. 

“Now, you keep your seat,” said Alderman 
O’Nei). “All you have to say won’t add tothe 
wisdom of this world.” 

The crowd laughed and applauded and Alder- 
man Sheils subsided. 

“Don’t drag Gen. Porter ovér here,” pleaded 
Alderman O’Neil, with touching sarcasm. 
“Don’t let him be thrust into the slums of local 
politics by low politicians and designing men.”’ 

There was another ripple of laughter, and 
President Kirk said to the crowd: * You'll have 
to keep out of here if you can’t keep still.” 

**Leave Gen. Porter where he is,” continued 
Alderman O’Neil. “ It’sa position more in keep- 
ing with his military record. He deserves well 
of this country. Letthe country take care of 
him, or leave him to his own stanch little State 
of New-Jersey. I don’t see how you, Mr. Presi- 
dent—” 

“The Alderman must confine himself to ex- 
plaining his vote,”’ said President Kirk. 

** 7 trust 1 will,” said Alderman O’Neil. * You 
and I have been fighting this non-resident busi- 
ness for a year, and it’s very wrong to put Gen. 
Porter in here. It is discreditable to the Mayor 
and to the men who are trying to help him.” 

Atter Alderman O’Neil had been recorded Al- 
derman Pearson, Republican, voted on the sume 
side. Alderman Reilly, County Democrat, ex- 

lained his vote. ‘I hope,” he said, ‘*the mem- 

rs of the board will reject this nomination. 
The present incumbent of the office of the Com- 
missioner of Public Works is a gentleman who 
has risen from a clerkship in the department. 
He thoroughly understands the details of 
his office. us we have all found when 
we have wanted work done. Three different 
investigations started by his _ political 
enemies have resulted in something 
very like commendation, though the committees 
were appointed to condemn.” After referring 
to Mr. Porter’s non-residence Alderman Keilly 
said: “‘Can you, Sir, or any member of this 
board who represents a district where working- 
men reside, vote for that man who, when Com- 
missioner of Public Works, reduced the laborers 
to $1 60 per day ?” 

Alderman Reilly voted for the amendment, 
and so did Aldermen Rothman and Sayles, Re- 
publicans. Alderman Sheils. alleged independ- 
ent, explained his vote, which was against the 
amendment. He asserted that Mr. Porter “ sac- 
rificed his life’ for the Nation, and denied that 
he reduced the wages of laborers. Aldermen 
Waite and Wendel, Republicans, voted for the 
amendment. 

The vote as recorded stood 14 for the amend- 
ment,9 against it, and one member excused. 
Those voting for it were Cleary, De Lacy, Farley, 
Jaehne, McQuade, O’Neil, and Reilly, County 
Democrats; Kenney, Tammany, and Miller, 
Pearson, Rothman, Sayles, Waite, and Wendel, 
Republicans. Those voting against it were 
Dempsey, Duffy, Fullgraff, Grant, Kirk, Mc- 
Cabe, and McLoughlin, Tammany; O’Connor, 
Republican, and Sheils, alleged independent. 
Alderman Finck was excused. 

When the result was announced there was 
some applause. Another communication from 
the Mayor nominated as Corporation Counsel 
Lacombe’s successor Morgan J. O’Brien. Al- 
derman Sheils moved the confirmation. Alder- 
men Dempsey, Duffy, Fuligraff, Grant, Kirk, 
McCabe, and McLoughlin, Tammany; Waite, 
Republican, und Sheils, alleged independent, 
voted for confirmation, and Aldermen Cleary, 
De Lacy, Farley, Jaehne, McQuade, O'Neil, 
Reilly.

There was again 
some slight applause, and the crowd, recogniz-

There was little work done after the vote on 
Mr. O’Brien, but when the question of adjourn- 
ment came up there wasafighton that. The 
County Democrats wanted to adjourn to Satur- 
day at 12:3), and, with the help of their allies, 
did so, ‘iammany and its allies voting against 
the adjournment. 

Mayor Edson told persons who called upon 
bim during the afternoon that he was not sur- 
prised at the result, though he had taken no 
steps prior to sending in the names to ascertain 
how the Council stood. The Council having re- 
jected Mr. O’Brien, he would have to send in an- 
other nomination, but as to Mr. Porter he 
thought he should leave his name with the 
Council. 

Mr. O’Brien is a Tammany Democrat, though 
never prominent as a politician. Heis 38 years 
old and a graduate of Fordham College and Co- 
lumbia Law School. He has been practicing for 
10 years, and has been counsel! in a number of 
riparian litigations. Most of his practice has 
been in riparian and municipal law. He is Presi- 
dent of the Stock Quotation Telegraph Company 
and the Xavier Union, a Trustee of the Roman 
Catholic Orphan Asylum and the Westchester 
Protectory, and a member of the Lotos Club and 
Bar Association, — ; 

Opinion was divided iast night among the pol- 
iticians as to What the meaning of the support 
given by the Republicans to the County Demo- 
crats really was. The County Democrats gen | 
maintained the support was given in good fait 
and implied nothing except opposition to Tam- 
many. Upon thistheory they regarded the de- 
feat of Mayor Edson and his friends as a signal 
one and asserted that the name of Fitz John 
Porter would not be taken from the table 
except to reject it entirely. Other politicians 
saw in the support only a determined effort on 
the part of the Republicans to pring the Mayor 
and his Tammany associates to terms. The Re- 
publicans, they say, want “ recognition” on a 
spot cash basis.and are not satisfied with glit- 
tering promises of Commissioncrships and minor 
positions. In order to bring over the requi- 
site number of Republican Aldermen the Mayor 
must first insure them the desired positions be- 





yond a doubt. There is but one way to 
do this, and that is to make the vacancies 
already suggested and fill them, and then the 
Republican support will follow. The gentlemen 
holding this theory predict that between now 
and Saturday there will be several resignations 
placed in the Mayor’s hands, and that as the 
power of filling unexpired terms rests with the 
Mayor, unhampered by the Common Council, he 
can dispose of these offices where they will do 
the most good. Police Commissioner Porter's 
resignation, for instance, would leave a vacancy 
which might be filled in that way: so would 
Park Commissioner Viele’s, so would Dock Com- 
missioner Laimbceer’s.

A MURDER SUSPECTED. 





THE BODY OF A SODUS LADY DISINTERRED 
TO SEE IF SHE WAS POISONED. 
Lyons, N. Y., Dec. 15.—Rumors of a 
possible murder in the town of Sodus, adjoining 
this place, have caused great excitement here. 
The supposed victim is Miss Pamelia Marquet. 
By her father’s will she was bequeathed a large 
tract of valuable farming land in Sodus, besides 
several thousand dollars. She was a young 
maiden lady and refused all offers of marriage, 
preferring to manage her estate alone. After 
her father’s death she lived at the home of her 
sister, Mrs. George Bridges, in Lyons. Owing to 
trouble between the sisters because of the distri- 
bution of their father’s property Miss Marquet 
went to live in the family of Albert Thorn. She 
refused to see or speak to her sister. She seems 
to have led a pleasant life, and her friend- 
ship was carefully cultivated. During the latter 
part of August she madea will giving all her 
property to Mrs. Albert Thorn. She was then 
apparently in good health. On Oct. 8 her sister, 
Mrs. George Bridges, suddenly sent for her to 
come and visit at her house. She accepted the 
invitation, and several hours Jater was taken 
there in a carriage. One hour after arriving at 
her sister’s she was taken with spasms of vomit- 
ing. Inashort time she was alarmingly ill, and 
she died six hours !ater. The funeral was held a 
day later and the body interred. When the will 
was offered for probate iast month the sister 
and brother-in-law began suit to break it, 
and the matter is now in the courts. During 
the legal proceedings the suspicion has been 
growing that Miss Marquet did not die from 
natural causes. Yesterday the Coroner sum- 
moned a jury and several physicians and went 
to the grave, in Sodus, and had the body ex- 
humed. The body was opened and the stomach 
and intestines removed and taken to Prof. Lat- 
timore, of Rochester, with a view to ascertain- 
ing if there is poison in them. The results of the 
analysis are awaited with much interest. 


MITCHELL COLLEGE OF SCIENCES. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 15.—A report 
that Alexander Mitchell and Dr. Davies. of the 
University of Wisconsin, had recently been in 
consultation respecting the rebuilding of Sci- 
ence Hall, at Madison, was verified by Mr. Mitch- 
ell this morning. These two gentlemen have 
such a proposition under consideration, but so 
far no conclusion has been reached. ‘I have 
made no promise of a financial character yet. 
As to the name of the institution if it is rebuilt 
Icannot say,’ said Mr. Mitchell. ‘*“I have ap- 
plications enough to make a big hole in my fort- 
une.

THE VANDERBILT MAUSOLEUM. 

William H. Vanderbilt, in company with 
his sons and Richard M. Hunt, the architect, a 
few days ago visited the Moravian Cemetery, at 
New-Dorpn, Staten Island, to look over and dis- 
cuss the plansfor the new mausoleum at that 
place of the Vanderbilt family. Mr. Ostrander, 
the Superintendent of the cemetery, was pres- 
ent and took part in the conference. The latter 
was instructed by Mr. Vanderbilt to make all 
possible haste in preparing the ground before 
cola weather set in for good. A wide serpentine 
road will lead from the cemetery entrance 
to the site of the mausoleum.

The mausoleum will be situated onthe apex 
of a high knoll, the most prominent site for 
miles around. A person standing on the knoll 
can see the Upper and Lower Bays andthe whole 
harbor. The mausoleum will be shut off from 
the remainder of the cemetery.

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ANOTHER BANK SUSPENDS, 


THE CITY BANK OF SCHENECTADY FORCED 
TO CLOSE ITS DOORS. 

ScHENECTADY, N. Y., Dec. 15.—At 11:30 
o’clock this morning men walked into the City 
Bank here and made deposits as usual, An hour 
later passers by saw a rough white pasteboard 
fastened to the door with the simple inscription 
**Suspended” written in irregular black charac- 
ters. Most of the men who were met on the 
street and spoken to in regard to the broken 
bank said they expected the crash to come 
sooner or later and so had withdrawn their 


money. Itisstated that large sums were paid 


out this morning. 

Saturday afternoon the Directors of the nank 
held a meeting in the Directors’ room. Strenu- 
ous efforts were made to raise the amount 
necessary to clear the bank from difficulty, but 
without avail. One Director said that he would 
subscribe $12,000, and others subscribed smaller 
amounts. There was one Director present, 
however, who refused to subscribe anything for 
the sake of keeping the bank on its feet. No 
other banks in the city will be injured by the 
fall of the City Bank. During the past three 
months many of the stockholders have en- 
deavored to dispose of their stock, but there 
was no market whatever for it. 

The City Bank was organized in 1874 by T. W. 
McCamus, with a capital of $100,000, and was 
supposed to be in a very sound condition up to 
the tirst of the current year, when the stock sold 
for $130ashare. On the Ist of January, 1884, a 
committee of the Roard of Directors was ap- 
pointed to examine into its condition. The com- 
mittee, after an investigation, reported in Janu- 
ary to the full Board of Directors that the bank 
was sound. On Feb. 12 the Jones Car Works 
failed, and on the next day it became known that 
the City Bank had obtained a judgment for 
$108,000 against the car company. Next moro- 
ing, when the bank was opened arun on it be- 
gan, and about $60,000 was drawnfout. The bank 
received many offers of assistance, but they were 
declined, on the ground that the bank was per- 
fectly solvent and able to pay all its indebted- 
ness. The promptness with which depositors 
were paid brought back confidence in the insti- 
tution, and toward noon the run had nearly 
ended. On March 29 the people of Schenectady 
were surprised to hear that T. H. McCamus, 
the President of the bank for six years, 
had resigned. No reason for this resigna- 
tion was made public beyond the state- 
ment that it was Mr. McCamus’s desire 
to resign the Presidency. A fresh surprise came 
to the people two days afterward, when it be- 
came known that Mr. McCamus had transferred 
all his property to the City Bank on the day that 
Mr. McCamus tendered his resignation, and it 
was accepted. Charles G. Ellis, President of the 
Schenectady Locomotive Works Company, was 
elected President, and:E. Nott Schermerhorn|was 
made Cashier. Mr. McCamus remained in the 
bank as a Director. Confidence in the bank grew 
stronger, and the public felt that the very best 
had been done for it. After the reorganiza- 
tion its business revived somewhat, and there 
was hope that it would weather’ the 
storm. Confidence was again shaken in Sep- 
tember lust, when the shareholders received a 
notice from Superintendent Willis S. Paine, of 
the State Banking Department, that from an 
examination made by him and filed Sept. 20, the 
capital of the bank was impaired to the extent 
of $40,078 02. The Superintendent directed that 
the deficiency be made good in days from 
Sept. 20. Many of the shareholders declined to 
pay the assessment, and this is the reason of the 
bank’s downfall. The stockholders say that the 
depositors will be paid in full. 

A meeting of the Directors was held this after- 
noon, but President Ellis and Cashier Schermer- 
horn refused to make any statement about the 
bank’s affairs.

TO SETTLE A BANK’S AFFAIRS. 


AN INVESTIGATION INTO THE TOWNSEND 
BANK RECEIVERSHIP. 

New-HAveEn, Conn., Dec. 15.—A legisla- 
tive inquiry, which may develop into a sensa- 
tion, begins here to-morrow. The affairs of the 
Townsend Savings Bank, an institution which in 
its day mulcted many of the industrious people 
of this quiet city, are on the verge of being 
settled, and some 13,000 depositors are anxiously 
looking for the remains of nearly $3,000,000 in- 
trusted to the bank yearsago. When the Town- 
send Bank failed, more than 10 years ago, it 


looked as if the business bottom of New- 
Haven had been knocked out. The losses 
fell mainly on those who had either built 
comfortable homes for themselves or were 
trying to pay off small mortgages on their little 
properties. Much teeling was aroused through- 
out the State. The excitement was so high that 
after the panic of 1873 the Legislature was forced 
to take hold of the matter. A special commis- 
sion, composed of Messrs. Stedman, Nichols, and 
Marlon, investigated the affairs of the bank, 
which were found to be in a deplorable condi- 
tion. The original Keceivers appointed by Judge 
—— were Walter Osborn, of New-Haven, and 
Jared Redfield, of Essex. Tilton E. Doolittle, 
now State’s Attorney, was afterward made Re- 
ceiver. Since 1873 three dividends have been 
paid—one Oct. 3, 1875, of 20 per cent.; one Jan. 4, 
1877, ot 10 per cent., and one Jan. 3, 1879, of 
10 per cent. The assets in 1874 were computed 
at $3,537,339 82, with a market value of $3,617,- 
423 05. Of the 13,900 open accounts kept, nearly 
4,000 had been withdrawn during paniky times, 
but ‘even then there were over 10,000 people 
creditors of the bank, in sums ranging from $500 
to $1,000. Nobody seems to have known exactly 
the real condition of the bank. In 1874 ener- 
getic efforts were made to help the unfortunate 
deposit: rs, but things went all wrong. It was 
left to John W. Alling,a clever lawyer of this 
city, to devise a means of helping the depositors. 
He succeeded in enjoining the Legislature from 
summarily winding up the affairs of the Town- 
seid Bank, and here the matter rested until 
last year, when fresh impetus was given 
to investigations. These investigations can- 
not but point the one sad moral. It is too 
late now to look for even fair dividends. For 
years some of the assets have either greatly de- 
preciated or become worthless. Now the ques- 
tion is whether greater returns may be secured 
tothe creditors by delaying a final settlement, 
and waiting for a problematical increase in the 
value of the assets. Both partiesare strong, and 
to-morrow will probably witness a bitter fignt 
to settle the vexed question whether the affairs 
of the bank shall or shall not be closed up. The 
investigating committee of the Legislature con- 
sists of Senator Edwin L. Scofield, of Stamford, 
and Representatives George P. McLean, of Sims- 
bury, and William Cecil Durand, of Milford.

IN A MODEST WAY. : 

SHE TEMPTING BAIT WITH WHICH THEY 
CAUGHT THE LADIES—TEN MORE CLAIMS 
AGAINST THEM. 

New disclosures concerning the peculiar 
business transactions of Ewen Brothers, cotton 
Brokers at Nos. 31 and 33 Broad-street, areimade 
from day to day. To all appearances that spec- 
viative firm adopted, in a modest way, the dash- 
ing methods which carried young Ferdinand 
Ward to the top wave of public notoriety. The 
tenor of nearly allof the numerous complaints 
against Ewen Brothers is that the complainants 
-—who are mostly ladies—were induced to invest 
money with that firm by promises of sure and 
fabulous profits. 

Seventeen claims against Ewen Brothers have 
been placed in the hands of Charles E. Codding- 
ton, of No. 155 Broadway, the lawyer who con- 
ducted the case of Mrs. Laura Hough before the 
Supervisory Committee of the Cotton Exchange. 
Ten of these claims were given to Mr. Codding- 
ton yesterday. In consequence of the refusal 
of the accused firm to produce their books be- 
fore the Cotton Exchange Committee it is proba- 
ble that Mr. Coddington will take the claims of 
his new clients into the courts. Nearly all of 
these clients are women, some of them boarding 
house keepers,some musicians, and others the 
wives of well-to-do business men in different 
parts of the country. The aggregate amount of 
the claims represented by Mr. Coddington is 
$40,000, one claim alone being for $8,000, which, it 
isalleged, was put into a blind cotton pool. The 
lawyer insists upou keeping the names of his 
clients secret for the present. 

A Washington lady, who has directed Mr. Cod- 
digton to sue Ewen Brothers for $2,400, expressed 
the belief that at least $50,000 had been sent to 
the firm for speculative purposes by ladies in 
Washington. Most of this business was obtained 
by sherp and persistent ** drumming” by agents 
of the firm. A Mr. Davis at one time represented 
the Ewens in Washington. The storiestold by 
the women who thus far have admitted their 
dealings with the Ewen Brothers agree as re- 
gards the methods practiced by that firm. These 
Women say that they were approached by agents 
of the tirm, who represented to them how easily 
money could be made by smal! investments 
in cotton. They were first asked to put 
6250 or $500 into a pool, being assured in each 
zase, it is alleged, that their money would be as 
jafe as though they keptitina bank. In the 
two or three weeks following the investments 
the investors would be tempted into more exten- 
tive outputs by small payments from the firm 
jJescribed as ‘* profits.” These payments were 
variably followed by calls for additional cash 
margins to protect the interests already in- 
volved. According to the statements of Mr. 
Dodaington’s clients, the cash investments that 
foliowed the first ones seemed to carry bad luck, 
for no more profits were received. : 

The sagacity of Ewen Brotbersand theiragents 
was manifested by their confining their assur- 
ances of certain and speedy profits to mere oral 
statements. Their receipts for moneys placed in 
their hands read as follows:

Received from Mrs. —— $ for the purchase or 
tale of cotton at our own discretion. : 

EWEN BROTHERS. 

From the dates and numbers upon the numer- 
Dus receipts that have been given to Mr. Cod- 
dington, that gentleman is satisfied that Ewen 
Brothers did a very extensive business of this 
character. é 

The charges brought against Ewen Brothers 
by Mrs. Laura Hough, of West Fourteenth- 

» street, and which are now being considered by 
the Supervisory Committee of the Cotton Ex- 
change, are of two classes—-the first described as 

“criminal” and the second as “disreputable.” 

Under the first bead it is alleged that Ewen 

Brothers obtained from Mrs. Houghin July, 

1883, $3,000 under false pretenses, they represent- 

ing to her that they had a three-thousand-dollar 

liquidated pool in cotton and that a three-thou- 
sand-dollar share would yield her $3,800 in the 
following September. : 

Instead of buying an interest in the pool with 
Mrs. Hough’s $3,000, it is declared that the firm 
used the money to make up margins in a trans- 
RXetion for E. Rk. Hinkiey’s account. After Mr. 
Hinkley had made good his margins, thus re- 
leasing Mrs. Hough’s $3,000,the firm, without 
authority from the lady, bought, or pretended 
that they had bought, 700 bales of cotton for her 
account. They, however, did not let Mrs. Hough 
know of this purchase. Finally, they are ac- 
cused of having in October, 1883, attempted to 
get $2,000 additional from Mrs. Hough by repre- 
senting that her money was still in the liquidated 
pool, and that the extra $2,000 was needed to 
enable them to close the poo). Under the head 
of “disreputable conduct” the firm is charged 
with having deceived Mrs. Hough as to the char- 
acter of the transactions in which she was led, 
and aiso with having refused to give her a state- 
ment of her account when it was requested. 

The offices of the Ewen Brothers were crowded 
yesterday by persons who evidently were scek- 
ing for information concerning different trans- 
actions. Mr. William L. Flagg, counsel for the 
firm, said that the publicity that had been given 
to the dealings of the Ewen Brothers had 
“brought nervous customers down upon them 
like arun ona suspected bank.” The clerks of 
the firm, he explained, were working night and 
day preparing statements for customers. Mr. 
Flagg said that had he been consulted originally 
he should certainly have advised the firm against 
opening any accounts with ladies. The name of 
the lady vocalist of this city who was obliged to 
appeal to a member of the Cotton Exchange for 
aid in getting her money out of the hands of 
Ewen Brothers was Mrs. A. C. Taylor. The books 
of the firm show that she had a joint account 
with a Mr. B. Wallace, which was settled about 
three morths ago by the payment to Mrs. Taylor 
OF $250. 





COL. MAPLESON’S RESIDENCE. 


DPPOSING AN ATTACHMENT ON THE GROUND 
THAT THIS IS HIS PERMANENT HOME. 

In Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, 
ex-Judge Arnoux made a motion in the case of 
Mile. Ida Riccetti against Col. J. H. Mapleson to 
vacate the attachment obtained by Mlle. Riccetti 
against the property of Col. Mapleson in her 
efforts to collect $1,684 claimed for salary due, 
In support of his motion Mr. Arnoux submitted 
au affidavit of Col. Mapleson in which the lat- 
ter declared that he has resided in this 
city for five years, and that he consid- 
ers it his permanent place of residence; 
that he has always lived at the New- 
York Hotel and has all his furniture and pict- 
ures stored there; that he has no bank account 
except that which he keeps here, and, finally, 
that he intends to become a citizen of the 
United States. From these declarations Mr. 
Arnoux argued that the attachment could 
not hold against the Colonel’s property on the 
ground of non-residence. He also submitted an 
affidavit of J. Henry Cranston, proprietor of the 
New-York Hotel, setting forth that Col. Maple- 
son has lived at that hotel for more than three 
years, and an affidavit of the cashier of the 
hotel declaring that the apartments occupied 
by the Colonel are known as “™ Mapleson’s 
rooms.” ; 

Frederick R. Coudert opposed the motion. He 
said that Col. Mapleson had declared on his 
cross-examination that he was a British subject; 
further than that, it is well known that_he 

rloried in the fact, called his company “Her 

ajesty’s Opera Company,” had his card in- 
scribed ‘* Lt.-Colonel J. H. Mapleson—Junior 
Carlton;” is known in Germany as “ Herr Man- 
ager,” in France as *‘ Monsieur le Directeur, and 
in this country as *“*Manager Mapleson.’’ Mr. 
Coudert argued that these straws showed that 
the wind blew in the direction of the Colonel’s 
being all things to ali men. If Col. Mapleson 
really intended to become a citizen of the United 
States why did he not go before the courts and 
declare his intention. The fact of the matter, 
he said, is that Col. Mapieson’s residence in this 
country is transitory, and depends on his reia- 
tions with the Academy of Music. Judge Law- 
rence took the papers and reserved his decision.

POOL SELLERS DISCHARGED, 


NOTHING PROVED AGAINST THEM AND MR, 
COMSTOCK INDIGNANT. 

In the Kings County Court of Sessions 
yesterday two men, indicted last Summer for 
selling pools at Coney Island, were placed on 
trial before Judge Moore anda jury. The first 
defendant called was John T. McDougal. 
George E. Aram, an officer employed by the 
New-York Society for the Supression of Vice, 
testified that he boughta ticket on the horse 
Valley Forge at the Sheepshead Bay race track, 
for which he paid $5, but that the defendant at 
the bar was not the man who recorded the bet, 
Joseph A. Britton, another special agent of the 
same society, gave similar testimony. 

Judge Moore told the jury that the prosecyy, 
tion had proved everything that was necessary 
except that the man on trial was the man 


wanted, and directed them to acquit the accused, 
which they did without leaving their seats. 
Frank Snyder was acquitted on similar grounds. 
The trial of the other indicted pool sellers went 
over indefinitely. 

Mr. Anthony Comstock, the agent of the.So- 
ciety for the Suppression of Vice, said the trials 
were a furce, and made the following statement 
in explanation of the failure to secure the pun- 
ishment of the pool sellers: “It shows plainly 
collusion between the gamblers and somebody 
in the District Attorney’s office. On June 30 last 
the Grand Jury indicted 22 pool sellers, and upon 
the same day, upon information of their in- 
dictments furnished by the District At- 
torney’s Office, 11 parties gave bail for 
their appearance, and then continued pool 
selling. One of these men so indicted was Her- 
man Schneider, a Jew 28 years of age, with black 
mustache and eyes. Yet a man named Frank 
Snyder, of an entirely dissimilar appearance, 
having light hair and eyes, was allowed to give 
bail on the indictment against Herman 
Schneider. The same afternoon Mr. Britton 
went to the racetrack with two of Mr. Ridg- 
way’s men and pointed out to them the man 
Schneider, who should have given bail under the 
indictment. Another of these men, Jobn ‘I. 
McDougal, had been indicted under the name of 
Dougal McDougal, and gave bail, stating at 
the time that he was John T. McDougal and 
should have been so named in the indictment. 
On the llth of July, a bench warrant was issued 
forthe arrest of Dougal McDougal, and officers 
were sent to New-York to hunt him up. He was 
brought before Judge Moore on the same day, 
and then I said in the presence of Assistant At- 
torney Jenks, that he was not the man wanted 
under the indictment. He was required to give 
bail on the same indictment as John T. McDou- 


gal. 

‘** Affidavits were filed by me inthe District 
Attorney's office that John T. McDougal was the 
man and not Dougal McDougal. On Dec. 1 Mr. 
Ridgway appeared in court, and when the Clerk 
called out John T. McDougal he did not respond. 
Mr. Ridgway then called out Dougall MceDou- 
gal, who was arraigned under the indict- 
ment. I said he was not the man, and that 
John T. McDougal was still under bail. 
Mr. Ridgway insulted me and persisted in 
pleading Dougal McDougal and the case was set 
down fer trial. To-day, instead of calling out 
John T. McDougal, the party really indicted, the 
Clerk called out Dougal McDougal, who has 
never been known as John T. McDougal. As 
my witnesses testified that be was not the man, 
of course he was dischargea. Theaction of the 
District Attorney is, in my opinion, an insult to 
the court and the intelligence of the people of 
Brooklyn.”

PAYING RENT FOR THE CASINO. 
a ese 
MR. BIXBY BROUGHT SUIT AND MR, 

ARONSON’S EXPLANATION. 

In addition to the mass of litigation 
looking toward the control of the Casino in 
which the New-York Concert Company is in- 
volved, Rudolph Aronson, the President, was 
served on Monday of last week with a summons 
in a suit broughtin the Eighth Judicial District 
Court by Robert F. Bixby for the last quarter’s 
rent of the ground on which the Casino stands, 
amounting to $2,500. The rent was due on Nov. 
1, but Mr. Bixby gave the company a month’s 


grace before bringing suitforthe money. When 
Dec. 1 came and went without bringing a settle- 
ment Mr. Bixby wrote a letter to President 
Aronson, giving him notice that unless the rent 
was paid at once an action would be brought to 
recover it. Receiving no answer to this, after 
waiting a week, he began the suit, and the papers 
were served on Mr. Aronson on Dec.8 Mr. 
Aronson then paid the $2,500, and the suit was 
discontinued. 

“{ had and have no unfriendly feelings toward 
the Aronsons,”’ said Mr. Bixby, when asked in 
regard to the suit. “‘I knew that business had 
been bad at the Casino during the run of ‘ Nell 
Gwynne,’ and for that reason I was perfectly 
willing to give the company a month’s grace. 
More than that 1 did not feel justified in doing 
because the property isa trust estate, and I, as 
Trustee, was bound to bringa formal suit in 
order to protect myself. I received the rent on 
the same day the papers were served on Mr. 
Aronson, and that, of course, ended the whole 
business so far as [ was concerned.”’ 

Mr. Aronson, when asked about the suit for 
back rent, said that it arose from an unfortunate 
failure on his part to meet Mr. Bixby when he 
called to arrange for the payment, that gentle- 
man being out of town at the time. But for 
thisthe money would have been paid and the 
suit would never have been commenced. He 
was very much surprised when the summons 
was served on him and drew a check at once for 
the overdue rent. “I will show you thereceipt,” 
said Mr. Aronson,and opening the Casino sate 
he produced the important document, which 
was dated Dec. 8, the day when the suit was be- 
gun. “The Concert Company,” he concluded, 
“notwithstanding the efforts of its enemies to 
create a different impression on the public, is 
able to meet all its maturing obligations, and 
there is no need of bringing suit to enforce their 
payment.”

THEIR FAILURE UNEXPECTED. 
Henry Levy and Sampson H. Levy, com- 
posing the firm of H. Levy & Son, importers 
and manufacturers of fancy goods at No. 477 
Broadway and No. 50 Mercer-street, made an as- 
signment yesterday to William H. Gelshenen, 
giving preferences aggregating $65,644 to the 
following creditors: W. H. Gelshenen, $4,300; 
Samuel Uliman, $15,000; Rosina Feuchtwanger, 
$46,344. The business has been established over 
20 years, and the present firm succeeded Henry 
Levy & Brother in 1873. Thev have stood well in 
the trade, always paid in full heretofore, and 
claimed a capital of $150,000 in the busi- 
ness. Besides importing fancy goods they 
manufactured tine plush and leather 
goods. Albert L. Cohn, of No. 320 Broad- 
way, the attorney for the _ firm, said 
yesterday that as nearas he could estimate the 
liabilities were about $200,000, and he thought 
there were enough assets to pay infull. The 
assets consisted of a large stock of merchandise, 
and bills receivable and cash to the extent of 
$5,000 to $10,000 had been turned over to the As- 
signee, which was something unusual. The fail- 
ure was unexpected, and the firm hoped to get 
an extension, The causes were the general stag- 
nation in business, poor collections, and depre- 
ciation. They carried a large stock of goods 
which have greatly depreciated in value, ana 
trade being so dull they became discouraged, 
and thought it best for the interests of all con- 
cerned to make an assignment. 

CABLE ROAD LITIGATION. 

The hearing of arguments on the order 
requiring the Board ot Aldermen to show cause 
why a temporary injunction obtained by Lemuel 
H. Baldwin and other residents of Lexington- 
avenue against the granting of a franchise to 
the New-York Cable Railroad Company to con- 
struct and operate a railroad in that avenue 
should not be made permanent began yesterday, 
in Charhbers, before Judge Van Hoesen, of the 
Court of Common Pleas. Robert Sewell sub- 
mitted the answer of the railroad company, 
which denies that the building of the pro- 
posed railroad will depreciate the vulue 
of property, avers that the granting of 
the franchise will not be in _ viola- 
tion of the statutes of the State, and declares 
that company hasreceived the written consent 
ot the owners of 594 lots on the avenue and the 
oral consent of 56 other owners, and that by the 
time the franchise is obtained it will have the 
consent of more than one-half of all. Mr, 
Sewell claimed that the company possessed the 
franchise priorto the enactment of the law 
of 1884, and therefore that act does not apply to 
it. After A. J. Vanderpoel, in support of the 
motion to make the injunction permanent, bad 
been denied permission to submit an affidavit 
showing that the proposed road would cross the 
elevated railroad at Forty-second-street in clear 
violation of the statute, the case went over until 
this morning. 





THE MONUMENT TO MR. NICHOLS. 

The committee on the erection of a monu- 
ment to the late Commissioner Nichols by mem- 
bers of the Police Department met yesterday at 
the Central Office to open bids for the work. In- 
spector Murray was in the chair, and the other 
members of the committee who were present 
were Capts. Williams, Killilea, John H. McCul- 
lagh, and Sanders. Six bids were opened, and 
that of John Wade, of Nos. 208 and 210 Twenty- 
fifth-street, Brooklyn, was accepted. For $3,020 
he will erect a plain granite monument, which 
will have asquare base, a round shaft, anda 
draped urn on thetop. The height of the monu- 
ment will be 30 feet. On the faces of the base 
will be cut memorial inscriptions. The monu- 
ment will be completed by Decoration Day.

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MONTREAL'S CITY FATHERS. 


COMING TO NEW-YORK TO INTERVIEW 
THEIR DEFAULTERS. 

The city of Montreal was somewhat ex- 
tensively represented yesterday in the lobby of 
the Fifth-Avenue Hotel. Aldermen William 
Farrell, H. Jeannotte, M. Laurent, and Archibald, 
Treasurer J. F,G. Black, Auditor Robb, and 
City Clerk Charles Glackmeyer composed the 
representation. They also composed a special 
committee appointed by the City Council of 
Montreal to inquire into the defalcations which 
have tempted many officials from the city on 
the St. Lawrence to the metropolis of the United 
States. The gentlemen, however, combined 
pleasure with business, and “ did’ New-York 
pretty thoroughly from the Battery to Central 
Park. 

“Last Summer,” said City Clerk Glackmeyer, 
“there was an investigation instituted in the 


Montreal Council regarding the administra- 
tion of the financial department. Irregularities 
had been noticed, defalcations had been dis- 
covered, and three persons who were implicated 
fled to New-York. They were Patrick O’Meira, 
ex-Deputy City Clerk; De Courcy Harnett, ex- 
Deputy City Attorney, and W.H. Mussen, Cashier 
of the Treasurer’s department. Last Summer 
this Mussen was interviewed by one of our 
Aldermen, who came here to get his depo- 
sition. It was Alderman Jeannotte, atthe Mayor's 
request. Well, the Aiderman obtained certain 
statements, and the investigation, thus aided, 
was very carefully followed up. When Mus- 
sen’s deposition came before the committee it 
was found that two of the gentlemen who ac- 
company me to-day, Messrs. Robb and Black, 
were implicated by the statements. They asked, 
as a matter of justice, that an opportunity be 
given them to cross-examine Mr. Mussen. It 
was suggested that he be brought to Montreal, 
but this project was abandoned, as, to say the 
least, it was not feasible. It was then advised 
that we should come to New-York as a special 
committee, cross-examine Mussen, and inter- 
view the two other sinners, with a view to ob- 
taining further details. There are several little 
jealousies in our city which have rendered some 
people anxious that Messrs. Robb and Black be 
incriminated, and that French officials take their 
nlace. Well, I wrote to Mussen asking him if 

e would consent to be cross-examined.” 

** For money ?”” 

“No, Sir. There was no money in the ques- 
tion. After a long delay he agreed. This morn- 
ing Messrs. Robb and Black confronted him and 
cross-examined him to their hearts’ content. He 
could add to orsubtract nothing from the deposi- 
tion he had made previously. No, the charges 
against Messrs. Robb and Black were not very 
awful. It was alleged that three cr four years 
ago they purchased property privately together, 
and having a large disbursement to make they 
helped themselves to the city’s finances. That 
ought not to astonish Americans,’’ remarked Mr. 
Glackmeyer, with a jocose dig of hiselbow. “I 
believe that’s not very unusual here. Well, 
Messrs. Robb and Blacktreimbursed the city‘every 
cent. They hoped to-day to find something new 
in respect to the deposition mude against them. 
Without success.” 

** Will they remain in office ?”” 

“I cannot say. Of course their conduct was 
irregular, but as they reimbursed the city it was 
not glaringly dishonest. We also saw this after- 
noon Patrick O’Meira, who gave us no informa- 
tion. He made two or three defalcations, and 
could not deny it. De Courcy Harnett never 
showed up atall. He declined to do so and sent 
a letter to Montreal to that effect. Well, we 
shall go back little wiser than we were when we 
came. But we’ve been enjoying ourselves look- 
ing atthe city. 'The elevated railroad is wonder- 
ful, Central Park is —.” 

** Are you very much troubled with defalca- 
tions from Canada to New-York.” 

“No, Sir. Wearenot. It is exaggeration to 
say that weare. [don’t think that we have lost 
more than $25,000 in the last 30 years, and, just 
think, we handle a revenue of $1,500,000 a year. 
I repeat, this oucht not to excite passing atten- 
tion among Americans.”

IN NEW WASHINGTON MARKET.

THE DEALERS ALL MOVING BACK 
THEIR BOOTHS. 

The streets bounding Washington Mar- 
ket are being cleared of the unsightly booths 
that have disfigured them, and the dealers are 
getting into their places in the new market as 
fastas they can. They began moving a week 
ago yesterday, but they will not all be in the 
market before the end of the present week. The 
new market isa palace compared with the old 
one, which had been patched up as the necessi- 
ties required, until it reached a state where it 
would have been a credit to Shantytown. Some 
of the dealers claim that they have now the best 
market in the world. They say it is light, airy, 
and well ventilated and drained, and as near per- 
fect as possible. It was their planto all move 
in at once and give a grand celebration, but they 
were not able to accomplish this. 

Mr. James Kay, of James Kay & Co.. of the 

marketmen’s committee, described the situation 
vesterday as follows: “I think the marketmen 
are pretty well pleased. They are all back in 
their old places, and they have nothing to grum- 
ble about. We have Allan Campbell to thank 
for this market. We have been fighting 20 years 
for it. Two bills which we got through the Leg- 
islature were vetoea. Why, the Board of Health 
condemned the old place and threatened to tear 
it down over our heads. 
‘The new market is the ald one repaired,” con- 
tinued the genial Mr. Kay with a broad smile. 
* Yousee, Mr. Campbell got an appropriation of 
$100,000 to repair the market, and an appropria- 
tion of $180,000 more finished it. It would have 
required an act of the Legislature to build a new 
market. By the way, New-York is indebted to 
Allan Campbell for Fulton as well as Washing- 
ton Market. When we{went to Hubert O. Thomp- 
son, he shrugged his shoulders and wanted to 
keep the budget down. The city gets $90,000a 
year in rents out of Washington Market. It will 
take three years, you see, to pay for the market. 
There are 400 stands here. Say it costs an average 
of $250 to fit up each stand. There is $100.000 
spent by the marketmen in{ addition to the 
buiiding.”’ 

All the light in the building is supplied by gas. 
“We don’t like the electric light,” said another 
marketman. “It makesaghostly look, and gives 
too much of a shadow.” The value of the stand 
leases is from $1,000 to $7,000. Some of the mar- 
ketmen have spent $2,000 and $3,000 fitfing up 
their stands. 

** My oysterboat used to come way up here,” 
said a grizzled old oysterman, standing in the 
middle of the market. ‘If you dig down 15 feet 
you will find nothing but oyster shells. It’s all 
been filled in. The other side of West-street was 
all water, of course.

Edward Leonard, who says that he is 
from Des Moines, Iowa, was taken to the Jeffer- 
son Market Police Court yesterday to answer 
two complaints of swindling servant girls in 
search of employment.

He then 
drove tothe Sinclair House, at Broadway and 
Eighth-street, where he said he was stopping, 
and, leaving her in the cab, went into 
the hotel ostensibly to get his valise. After 
waiting for a long time for his return she made 
inquiries at the hotel, and discovered that he 
was not known there. He had gone into the hotel 
by one door and out at another, leaving Jane 
and **Cabby” to mourn his absence. The cab- 
mansaw Leonard in the neighborhood of the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel yesterday and caused his 
arrest. Mary McCann, a young immigrant, iden- 
tified him in court as having swindled her out of 
$lin asimilar manner on Friday last.

Mary McGee, the insane girl who threw 
vitriol into the face of William H. Clark, of the 
Clark Thread Works, was arraigned in Judge Mc- 
Carter’s courtiat Newark yesterday. She had re- 
quested to be tried in the Special Sessions, without 
the intervention of the Grand Jury, and had ex- 
pressed a desire to be sent to the State prison. 
When she was placed at the bar yesterday she 
pleaded guilty. 
“Why did you throw vitriol upon Mr. Clark?” 
Judge McCurter asked her.

According to the annual report of the 
Kings County Commissioners of Charities and 
Correction, the cost of maintaining last year the 
county charges, of whom there were 9,329, was 
$290,583 37. The value of the paupers’ labor is 
put down at $20,000, and the expense of keeping 
each pauper at $218 per week. Of the paupers 
relieved or supported 6,278 were foreigners and 
6,051 natives.

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MEN LYING IN WAIT FOR HIM. 


THE HALLUCINATION OF A RETIRED REVE- 
NUE OFFICER. 

Robert Henderson, a retired revenue 
officer, was arrested yesterday, charged with 
having made a savage and apparently unpro- 
voked assault uvon James W. Weed, a young 
clerk, cutting him 1n the face and head with a 
piece of an umbrella handle, sharpened down to 
a point. Both Henderson and Weed are inmates 
ot Mrs. Jan’s boarding house, No. 402 West 
Twenty-third-street. Weed told Justice O’Reilly 
that when he left his bedroom shortly before 


noon yesterday Henderson was marching up 
and down the hall, apparently greatly excited 
and muttering to himself. When Weed came out 
Henderson made a furious assault upon him and 
cut him in the face and head with the sharpened 
umbrella handle. Weed said that he did not 
know why Henderson should have assaulted 
him, as they had always been good friends and 
he had given him no cause for the assault. 

Henderson, when asked by the magistrate for 
an explanation, saia that he was guilty, but 
made no further statement. He was committed 
for trial in default of $300 bail. To a TIMEs re- 
porter who visited him after he had been locked 
up in the prison Henderson said that he was 46 
— of age and was born in New-Hampshire. 

e served in the United States Navy during the 
war, and was an Acting:Ensign on the ‘** double- 
ender” John P. Jackson, which took part in the 
attack on the forts in Mobile Bay. He was badly 
injured during the engagement by the ex- 
plosion of one of the guns on the Jack- 
son. After the close of the war he was 
appointed a Lieutenant in the Revenue Marine 
Service and was sent to Alaska, where he was 
stationed until three years ago, when he retired 
from the service. He said that he had incurred 
the enmity of the other boarders in the house by 
endeavoring to stop them from playing poker 
and other games of chance on Sunday, and he was 
told that he was to be shot yesterday. A num- 
ber of men werelying in wait for him, and he 
made a weapon out of the umbrella handle to 
defend himself. He also asserted that Weed had 
drawna revolver on him and threatened to kill 
him. These statements were denied by Mrs. Jan 
and other inmates in the house, who say that 
Henderson is subject to hallucinations. It was 
evident from his talk and manner that his mind 
is affected. 





THEIR RELICS AND JEWELS SEIZED.
